| Phenarete, was a native of Cos; and, ac- 
cording to Eratofthenes, Pberecydes, Apollo 
dorus, and Arius of Tarfus, who have recorded 
his genealogy, was the twentieth in defcent 
from Hercules, and the nineteenth from AG /- 
culapius. He ftudied under his father Hera- 
chdas; afterwards Herodicus was his mafter, 
and, according to the opinion of fome, he 
was under the tuition of Gorgas Leontinus 


the orator, and Democritus the philofopher.

He flourithed at the time of the Pelopon- 
nefian war, and was born, as Lftomachus αἱ: 
ferts, in the firft year of the eightieth olym- 
piad; but upon the authority of Soranus, of 

Cos, who fearched the records of the place, 
: his birth is affirmed to have happened in the 
reign of Abriadas, on the twenty-fixth day of 
the month Agrianus ; which, even to the pre- 
fent time, he fays, the inhabitants of Cos reli- 
gioufly obferve, by performing facred rites in 


honour of Hippocrates, 


After being fufficiently qualified in the me- 
dical art, and other branches of education, 
on the death of his parents he left his native 
country. adreas, in his book on the hiftory 
of medicine, fligmatizes him in faying that 
his departure was on account of his having 
burnt a public record in Cnidus ; while others, 


with

with greater probability, affirm that he left 
his country to fee the manners and cuftoms of 
different people, and increafe his knowledge 
by experience. Scranus, however, relates 
that he was admonifhed in a dream to quit 


his native land, and remove to Thefaly. 


Throughout ‘Greece, he was fo much ad- 
mired in the exercife of his. art, that being pub- 
licly fent for by Perdicas, king of the Macedp- 
nians, who, it was imagined, laboured under 
“ἃ phthifical complaint, he came, accompanied 
with Huwrypbontes, who was his fenior, and 
pronounced the diforder to be a difeafe of the 
‘mind. WNorin this was he miftaken; :for Per 
dicas, after his father A/exander’s death, be- 
came paffionately enamoured with his father’s 
‘concubine, Phila ; who, when the matter was 
communicated to her by Hippocrates, fo. ἃς- 


commodated

commodated her behaviour towards the king, 
that his health was in a {hort time completely 


re{tored. 


He was likewife invited by the dderiza- 
nians, in order to cure Democritus of madnefs, 
and free their city from the ravages of the 
plague. Befides, when this diforder raged in 
dllyria, Paonia, and other barbarous coun- 
tries, he was folicited by the principal perfons 
of each to pay them a wifit; but, being in- 
formed by the meflengers from what quarter 
ithe winds in thefe regions generally blew, he 
difmiffed them without complying with their 
requeft; reafoning within himfelf, that the 
difeafe might reach ¢tica, and forefeeing the 
confequence, he was actuated with a concern 
for fuperintending the fafety of the cities and 


inhabitants of this territory.

His affe@tion for the Greeks was fo great, 
that, when the glory of his name reached as 
far as Perjia, and Artaxerxes entreated to fee 
him, by means of Hi/anides, viceroy of the 
helle(pont, who was empowered to offer him 
large prefents, he, from a contempt of mo- 
ney, and the love which he bore to his coun- 
try, declined accepting the flattering offers of 
the Perfian monarch, as is evident from a 


letter on that fubject. 


Ata time when his country was in danger 
from the /henians, he proved its deliverer, 
by calling in the timely aid of the Thefalanss 
and, on this account, the moft fplendid ho- 
nours were aN ae upon him, not only by 
his countrymen the Couns, but likewife the 
Theffalians, Argives, and others He ‘was 
publicly initiated in the facred Eleu/inian rites,

after a manner with which none but Hercules 
had ever been honoured before that time, and 
enrolled as a citizen. A public entertainment, 
likewife, in the Prytaneum was inftituted in 


_ honour of him and his pofterity, 


With a candour and liberality highly Rate 
worthy, after adminiftering the ufual ‘oath, 
he at all times affifted with his inftruétions 
thofe who applied themfelves to the ftudy of 


the medical art. 


When he had finifhed a life devoted to the 
general good of mankind, his death happened 
at Lariffa, much about the fame time that 
Democritus is {aid to have died. ‘Though re- 
ports vary in refpect of his age, as by fome 
hevis faid to have reached the eighty-fifth, by 
‘others the ninetieth, by a third party his hun- 
dred 


. [- Rit δ 
dred and fourth, and by another ftill his hun- ὁ 
dred and’ninth year, yet it is evident he lived 
to an advanced period. He was buried be- 
tween Gyrton and Lariffa4, where his monu- 
ment was fhewn for fome centuries after the 
Chriftian epoch. It was remarkable for being 
the receptacle of a bee hive during a length 
of time; and it is reported that nurfes re- 
paired to the tomb, in order to ufe the honey 
as a fovereign remedy again{ft {preading ulcers 


infefting the mouths of young children. 


In many of his effigics he is reprefented 
with a covering upon his head, refembling that 
with which Uh/fes was ufually reprefented, 
and, among the ancients, was held as an em- 
blem of honourable defcent. In others it had 
the appearance of a mantle, and he is faid to 
have worn it on account of his head being ° 


tender,

tender, or to conceal his baldness. Some fay 
that he ufed this covering with a view of de- 
fending that part, which he confidered as the 
principal feat of Jife. But as thefe opinions 
_ are. entirely conjectural, others of a jike nae 
ture on this fubject, becaufe they appear lefs 


confonant to reafon, are purpofely omitted. 


His perfonal qualities were many; in moral 
deportment he excelled; and was_particu- 
larly remarkable for difintereftednefs and his 
attention to the Greeks. From his conftant 
afliduity during the prevalence of peftilential 
difeafes. in various parts, he acquired the uni- 
verfal efteem and affeGtion not only of his 
own countrymen, but of the Grecks of every 
denomination, by whom, as well as by fome 
foreign nations, monuments were erected to 


his memory in different quarters.

He left two fons, Theffalus and Draco ; but 
a very great number of difciples, who held 


him in the higheft veneration, 


Concerning his writings much has been 
faid, nor is it eafy, from many circumftances, 
to afcertain precifely the authenticity of fome 
of thofe afcribed to his name. It has been 
argued that the ftyle and manner of writing, 
in fome parts, is fo widely different from that 
of others, of which he certainly was the author, 
as to afford ftrong fufpicion of their not be- 
ing executed by the fame matterly hand: nor 
is it probable that fuch inequality could ever 


be a characteriftic of Hippocrates.

HE favourable reception with which 

my former tranflation, confifting of 
eight books, on the caufes, fymptoms, and 
cure, of acute and chronic difeafes, was 
honoured by the learned of the faculty, 
fuggefted the idea of profecuting yet farther 
the monuments of Grecian knowledge, in 
the {fcience of- medicine. I therefore un- 
dertook the prefent work, which is not 
only more difficult of execution than the 


former, but more ufeful and important. 


The capacity of predicting the termi- 
nation and refult of difeafes, is juftly con- 
a fidered

fidered as the moft diftinguifhing criterion 
of extraordinary {fkill; and has, on this 
account, been cultivated with peculiar at- 
tention from the earlieft ages of phyfic. 
The curative part of medicine is neceflarily 
circumfcribed by the imperfeCtion of hu- 
man knowledge, and is often influenced 
by circumftances, over which the utmoft 
ability of the phyfician can exercife no 
abfolute control; but in foretelling, with 
a great degree of certainty, the event of 
difeafes, he compenfates the narrow limits 
,of his power by the perfpicacity of his 
judgment. - Such is the efteem and confi- 
dence naturally attached to the phyfician, 
who is eminently diftinguifhed by this 
talent, that his fagacity may triumph, and 
his fame be augmented, even by the death 
of his patient. | 


From thefe confiderations, I thought I 
fhould

fhould perform an acceptable fervice, by. 
recurring to the great. fountain of medical 
prophecy, and tranflating into. our own 
language the admired Proguoflica, and the 
firft of thefe books, generally termed the 
Prorrhetica of Hippocrates, for this one — 
alone can be jufily afcribed to the vene- 
rable Father of Phyfic. Such a work, 
however, it was obvious, .could not be 
executed in a manner fuitable to its import- 
ance, except upon a large fcale. Some 
parts would require elucidation, others to 
be afcertained with accuracy, and many it 
would be proper to collate with parallel 
paflages, both of Hippocrates’s own’ writings 
and thofe of other celebrated. Ancients. 
‘How far I have facceeded in this arduous 
defign, it would be improper for me_ to 
determine. But I have the fatisfaction to 
acknowledge, that it has not been fubmitted

to the public without the approbation and 
patronage of fome of the moft diftinguifhed 
medical characters of the age. I have only

N my opinion it is highly neceflary that a 
A phyfician fhould beftow the utmoft pains in 
attaining a foreknowledge* of events, for when, 
with the fick, he perceives beforehand, and 
evinces a clear conception of the pat, prefent, 
and future, difcovering at the fame time the 
neglects which they have committed, a higher 
degree of credit will be paid to his knowledge of 
theirfituation : fo that mankind will, with great- 
er confidence, commit themfelves to his care, 
The cure will be better performed from a fore- 


knowled ge

knowledge of what is to happen; but it is not 
| poffible that all the fick fhould be reftored 
to a ftate of health, as the power of effecting 
this would indeed far furpais any anticipation 
of confequences. Since therefore mankind die, 
fome from the force of difeafe before the phy- 
fician is called, others immediately wpon ‘his 
entrance; part dragging out life for the {pace 
of one day, and others fomewhat longer, perith 
before he can combat the difeafe by his fill, it 
is neceflary not only to know the nature of 
fuch affections, how far they exceed the na- 
tural ftreneth of the body, but likewife to αἵ 
certain whether the difeafes are attended with 
any thing fupernatural. Hence he will, juftly, 
be held up to admiration and acquire the name 
of a fkilful phyfician; for he will far better 
preferve thofe who have the good fortune to 
efcane, by previoufly, for a-confiderable time, 
- derived from providus; which lat Horace ufes in a fenfe ana- 
logous to that of our text in the following words, “9 fornsica 
futuri provida.” It implies here, omnem prefentiéndi, pra- 


nofcendi, ac predicendi facultatem, |

dire€ting his {kill to each particular circum- 
fiance ; and by thus forefeeing and predicting 
the fate of thofe that will die, as well as thofe 
that recover, he will be placed far beyond the 
reach of blame. In acute difeafes it is proper 
thus narrowly to furvey the face of the fick per- 
fon; whether or not it refembles that of health, 
but above all, if it has its natural appearance, 
which gives rife to the moft favourable opi- 
nien, as the contrary portends the greateit 
danger; fuch as a fharp nofe, hollow eyes, 
the temples collapfed, the ears cold and 
contracted, the lobes inverted, the fkin about 
the forehead hard, tenfe, and dry, with 
the whole face of a palith green, black, 
livid, or leaden hue®. Should the counte- 
mance, therefore, be fuch in the beginning 
of the difeafe, and you cannot from other 
fymptoms conjecture the caufe, it is neceflary 


> The above fhort but elecant defcription conflitates the Facies 
Hippocratica, or Hippocratic face, fo well known in the fchools ® 
of phyfic to this day ; which appellation it obtained from its 
author Hippocrates: fome cail it the cadaverous face. Jf it ap~ 
pears within three days after the onfet of an acute difeafe it in- 
dicates death.

to afk whether or not the patient is of a wakeful 
difpofition, if he labours under a violent flux of 
the belly, or want of food. Should he confefs 
.any of thefe, the cafe is lefs to be dreaded; 
. an opportunity, however, is afforded, both in 
the day and night time, of judging whether 
fuch an appearance is owing to any of thefe 
caufes. But if he fay that none of thefe aCtually 
exifts, and is not reftored within a reafonable 
time, it may be concluded that death is at no 
great diftance. Should the face, however, put 
on this appearance after the difeafe has exifted 
for the fpace of three or four days, the fame 
queftions ought to be put which I fuggefted 
above, and other fymptoms taken into confi- 
deration, which refpect the whole counte- 
nance, the body, and eyes: for if they 
fhun the light, or fhed tears involuntarily, 
are inverted, or one is lefs than-the other, the

livid, the veins black, or the fordes peculiar to 
fore eyes, is difeovered about their edges‘; if 
they are perpetually rolling, tumid, very 
hollow, of a nafty, dry, dull appearance}; 
or fhould the colour of the whole face be 
changed, all fuch are to be confidered as bad 
fymptoms, and forerunners of death. More- 
over it is neceffary to infpect the appearance of 
the eyes under the pal/pebre’, in the time of 
fleep; for fhould any of the white appear, the 
palpebré not being fhut, and it does not pro- 
ceed either from a flux of the belly, or fome 


purging medicine, or if the patient has not

been accuftomed to fleep in fuch a manner 3 
this 15 accounted a very unfavourable and deadly 
fymptom. But if the palpebre are drawn afide or 
full of wrinkles, of a pale, livid colour, or even 
the lip, or nofe has fome other concomitant 
᾿ fymptom, it is pretty certain that death is at. 
no great diftance. Should the lips be relaxed 
and hang down, becoming cold and of a 
whitifh appearance, this likewife indicates 
death. The pofture moft favourable for the 
fick perfon to be found in by the phyfician, is 
that of reclining upon the right or left fide, 
with his hands, neck, and legs, fomewhat bent, 
and the whole body in an eafy pofition; 
for thus it is that perfons in health generally 
recline; that, therefore, is the beft which re- 
fembles the fituation of thofe in a found ftate. 
To lie on the back with the hands, neck, 
and legs extended, is a lefs favourable pofi- 
tion: but fhould the patient lie on his face, 
and flide downwards from the bed, this is ftilk 
more to be dreaded; if, in this fituation, he

fhould -likewife be found with his feet 
naked, pofleffing no great degree of warmth, 
his hands, neck, and legs diforderly placed, 
and ftript too of the clothes, this is a bad 
fymptom, efpecially as it indicates a fate 
of anxiety and reftleffnefs*. It is likewife a 
death-like fymptom to fleep perpetually, with 
the mouth wide open, and when the perfon 
lies on his back with his legs ftrongly twifted 
and folded together. But when one lies on 
the belly who is not accuftomed to fleep fo in 
a {tate of health, this indicates a degree of deli- 
rium, or pain of the circumjacent parts.

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In all acute difeafes it is a bad fymptom if 
the patient wifhes to fit up, efpecially when 
the difeafe is in full vigour; but, in perfons 
Jabouring under an inflammation of the lungs, 
it is bad in the extreme. Gnafhing of the 
~ teeth in fevers, when it has not been cuftomary 
from an early period of life, indicates a degree 
of mania and death; but, in either cafe, dan- 
gerous confequences are to be dreaded: more- 
over, fhould this be obferved in a perfon under 
a delirium, deftruion is already nigh at hand. 
One ought likewife to learn whether an ulcer 
has exifted previoufly, or not, to the difeafe ; 
for, if the patient is likely to die, it will, before 
death, become of a livid, or pale dry appear- 
ance. Concerning the motion of the hands, the 
following is my opinion —that it is a deftruc- 
tive and deadly fign in thofe who, when feized 
with acute difeafes, inflammations of the lungs, 
phrenitis, or exceflive pains of the head, have 
their hands extended, collecting floating ap- 
ἔτ το; plucking the clothes, &c. When the 


breathing 
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breathing is very frequent, pain and inflamima- 
tion in the parts above the diaphragm are indi- 
cated; but deep in{fpiration, at long intervals, is 
a proof of delirium exifting; whereas, if the 
expiration from the mouth and noftrils is cold, 
it may be pronounced to be a very deadly 
fymptom. Again, it may be naturally ima- 
gined that breathing eafily is of the firt 
importance to the fafety of the patient, in all 
acute difeafes attended with fever, and in thofe 
that have a crifis within forty days. In all 
acute diftempers, thofe {weats are the beift 
which happen on critical days, and entirely 
put an end to the fever: fuch likewife as are 
diffufed over the whole body, the patient, 
at the fame time, bearing the difeafe eafily, are | 
attended with very beneficial confequences ; 
but when no fuch effects take place, they are 
of little or no fervice. Cold fweats are the 
moft dangerous, and thofe which. break out 
about the head, face, andneck; becaufe, when 
attended with an acute fever, they forebode 

death ;

death ; but if the fever be more mild, a con- 
tinuance of the difeafe; fuch likewife as break 
out over the whole body in the fame manner 
as about the head, may be referred to this 
clafs. Thofe. again, which appear only about 
the neck in fmall drops refembling millet-feed, 
; are of a pernicious .kind; on the contrary, 
fhould they fow in larger drops, attended with 
a vapour, this is a very favourable fymptom. 
On the whole, the following conclufion may 
be drawn relative to {weats——that, fome of them 
happen froma diflolution and wafting of the 
body; others from. an intenfenefs* of inflam 


mation. 


In refpe&t of the precordia, the parts come

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fituation when free from pain, foft te the

touch, and equal both on the right and left 
fides; but, in cafe of inflammation, pain, tenfe- 
nefs, or an unequal affetion of the right and 
left fides, the cafe requires the greateft attention ; 
moreover, a pulfation in the preecordia indicates 
ereat perturbation, or delirium. In all fuch 
cafes it is neceflary to infpect narrowly the 
eyes of the patients; for, fhould their motion 
be frequent, a manta may be expected to fuc- 
ceed: but a hard {welling in the precordia, 
attended with pain, is moft fatal when it occu- 
pies the whole extent; fhould it be confined 
_to one fide, the left is the leaft dangerous. 
Such {wellings, however, even from the begin- 
ning, indicate that death will in a fhort time 
be the confequence ; but, fhould they exceed, 
the twentieth day, and neither the fever nor 
{welling fubfide, fuppuration takes place: in 
{uch cafes an eruption of blood happening from 
the noftrils, during the firft period, is often

In this ftate, it is neceflary to afl, if they are 
troubled with headach, or their eyefight be 
blunted; for, in either cafe, the tendency of 
the difeafe is to the head: this flux of blood, 
however, is more readily to be expected in 
perfons who have not reached thirty-five years 


of age. 


On the other hand, tumours that are (οἱ, 
free from pain, and yield on preflure with the 
finger, are longer of coming to a crifis, and 
-_lefs to be dreaded than the former. If neither 
the fever nor fwelling fubfide within fixty days, 
it is a plain indication that, in both. cafes, 
fuppuration will enfue. In general, fuch tu- 
mours as are painful, hard, and large, fore- 
bode fatal confequences in a fhort time : whilft 
thofe that are foft, free from pain, and yield 
to preflure, are of longer duration. ‘Tumours 
of the belly are more obftinate than thofe of 
the precordia, and {uppuration lefs frequently 

takes 
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takes place below the wmbilicus*; but an erup> 
tion of blood is chiefly to be expected from 
the parts above. It is highly neceflary, how-_ 
ever, to promote fuppuration of all the long con- 
tinued tumours in thefe parts; and refpecting 
thofe that happen, it may be obferved, that fuch 
as are turned outwards are the beft, when they 
are {mall, inclining outwardly as much as 
poflible, and tending to a point. Thofe again 
that are large, broad, and very little pointed, 
are of the worft kind: but when an impoft- 
hume is produced internally, thofe fuppura- 
tions are the beft which are confined to their 
original feat, are without pain, and when all 


the external region appears of the fame uni- 


form colouri.

- All dropfies proceeding from acute dif- 
eafes have a bad tendency; for, befides the 
very great pain and dangerous concomitant 
fymptoms, they do: not alleviate the fever. The 
greateft part of thefe originates in the lumber 
region, and others in the liver. In thofe 
firft-mentioned, the feet of the patients {well, 
and long continued duxes enfue, which neither 
free from the pains of the loins, nor render 
the belly more foft; but in thofe proceeding. 
from the liver, the patients are troubled with; 
cough, and a perpetual defire* of coughing, 
. nor 
adopted the fame opinion, when {peaking of fuppurations, in 
the eighth chapter of his fecond book. The paffage is as follows ; 
Et ex his (nempe fuppurationibus) que intds procedunt, hz levi- 
ores, que contra fe cutem non afficiunt, eamque fine dolore 
effe, et eyufdem coloris, cujus reliquz partes funt, finunt.

nor do they bring up any thing worth notice, 
Their feet likewife fwell ; and what is eva 
éuated is hard, and voided with difficulty’: 
rnoreover, fwellings take place about their belly, 
fome on the right, and others on the left fide, 
alternately fifiag and difappearing ᾽ς when the 
head, hands, and feet are cold, the belly and 
fides having a fenfation of heat, this is a bad 
fymptomn? onthe contrary, if the body be foft, 
and a warmth equally diffufed over the whole, 


it is the moft.favourable indication. Befidés, 


woluntas or cupidttas. Feoefius rather adopts the opinion of the 
latter ; and cannot help thinking that θυμὸς implies a degree 
of defire in the patient to cough, thereby wifhing to get rid of 
fomething troublefome ; whereas a propenfity to cough may 
take place where there is no defire,

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the patient fhould eafily bear to be turned, and 
when he elevates himfelf, ought to feel light and 
eafy; but if he feems to feel any heavinefs, not 
only in the reft of the body, but in the hands 
and feet, this is attended with confiderable 
danger. If, befides, the nails and fingers 
become livid, death is immediately to be ex- 
pected; but if the fingers and feet become | 
entirely black, lefs danger is to be apprehended 
than {rim a livid colour. Other fymptoms are 
likewife to be taken into confideration ; for, 
fhould the patient appear to bear the difeafe 
eafily, and, befides thofe already mentioned, 
fome other falutary fymptom be prefent, 
there is hope that the difeafe will terminate 
by an abfcefs; fo that the patient may furvive, 
and the {fphacelated parts fall off: but when the 
tefticles and pudenda are drawn up, the cafe 
is accompanied with violent pains, and great 


danger. 


In regard to fleep, it is proper the patient 
fhould wake in the day, and fleep in the 
night~

night-time, as nature dictates; but fhould 
this natural courfe be changed, dad confe- 
quences are to be dreaded: he will receive, 
however, very little hurt, if, from an early 
time in the morning, he enjoys fleep a third 
part of the day. Sleep, after this period, 15 
not attended with the fame falutary effects ; 
but, fhould it be enjoyed neither by night 
nor day, it is particularly injurious; for watch- 
fulnefs arifes from the pain and uneatfinedls 
| felt, or it is a fure indication that delirium | 


will fupervene. 


In refpect of excrement, that is the beft 
which is foft and of a proper confiftence, and 
comes away at the time when it is ufually’ 
dejected in health. The quantity too fhould 
be in proportion to that of the food; for, 
this being the cafe, it is a proof that the 
belly is in a healthy flate. Should the ftool 
be foft, it is preferable, provided it does not

pafs off with noife m, and is not voided fre- 
quently at fhort intervals, becaufe the patient 
is fatigued from the frequency of evacuation, 
and watchfulnefs is thereby induced. But 
if the difcharge is often repeated, and in 
great quantity, there is danger of: a deliquium 
anima. It is proper it fhould be evacuated 
twice or thrice in the day, and once in, the 
night-time, according to the quantity of food, 
but more copioufly in the morning, 85. is 
cuftomary. The ftool likewife ought to be 
thicker as the difeafe advances to a crifis, of 
a colour fomewhat yellow, and attended 
with no great fetor. It is falutary likewife 
when round worms pafs through with the 
excrement, as,the difeafe approaches to a 
crifis; and, through the whole οἵ the dif- 


temper, the belly fhould feel foft, and not

more than naturally tumid. Bat if what is 
dejected is very watery, or of a white, palifh 
green, high red colour, or frothy, all thefe 
are bad fymptoms. Moreover, fhould the 
evacuation be fmall, glutinous, white, of a 
fomewhat pale colour with a mixture of 
green, and fmooth, it 1s an unfavourable 
appearance; but whatever is black, fatty, 
livid, or foetid, is ftill more dangerous. The 
evacuations, however, that ate variegated, 
are of longer duration than thofe already 
mentioned, and no lefs deftructive. To this 
clafs belong fuch as refemble fragments, and 
have-an appearance of leeks, with thofe of 
a bilious and black colour, all which fome- 
times come away intermixed one with ano- 


ther, at other times by themfelves. 


Wind, when it paffes downwards without 
found, or a cracking noife, is moft falutary ; 
but it is ftill better attended with noife than 
if retained, and it fhould afcend in the in- 

ee (εἴης, 
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teftine. Should it pafs off in the manner 
defcribed, it indicates that the patient either 
labours under fome pain or delirium, unlefs 
he emits it voluntarily. A grumbling noife 
engendered in the pracordia difpels pains 
and tumours of thofe parts, if recent and not 
attended with inflammation; efpecially when 
it pafles downwards along with the excre- 
ment, urine, and flatulency. It is beneficial, 
likewife, when defcending to the inferior 
inteftines, the flatus is difcharged by it- 
felf. 


In refpect of what concerns the urine, that 
is δεῖ in which the, fediment is white, 
{mooth, and equal, during the whole time 
until the crifis, becaufe it both indicates 
fafety and that the difeafe will be of hort’ 
duration. But fhould the urine fometimes 
be perfectly clear, at other times depofit a 
Gans: fmooth, fediment, the difeafe will be 
of longer continuance, and attended with 


greater 
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greater danger. If, on the other hand, the 
urine is fomewhat red, with a fmooth fe 
diment of the fame colour, this difcharge 
is of much longer duration than the for- 
mer, but highly falutary. That fediment in 
urine which refembles parts of barley roughly 
broken, is bad; but that of a fcaly appear= 
ance is ftill worfe ; the white and thin kind 
is very bad; but the furfuraceous is a de- 
gree worfe than thefe. White clouds fuf- 
pended in the urine’ are falutary; whereas 
black indicate fomething unfavourable. As 
long as the urine is of a reddith, yellow 
colour®, and thin, it indicates that the dif 
eafe is in a crude ftate ; and fhould it con- 
tinue of this appearance for a length of 
time °, there is danger left the frength of

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the patient fhall not hold out until the urine 
is concocted’, That urine which is feetid, 
watery, black, and thick, is more deadly. 
Moreover, among men and women the black 
kind, but among children the watery, is at- 
tended with the worft confequences, In 
thofe perfons who make thin, crude urine 
for along time, if there be other fymptoms 
which indicate that they will furvive, an 
vabfcefs may be expected in the parts below 
the diaphragm 4, Fatty fubflances, refembling 


Galen is more plain, who applies it to νόσημα» and the adjective 
ΤΟΙ ΤΟΥ tO ἄρον ; but it is a matter of little confequence, becaufe, 
if the urine continues fuch, it 4s an indication of the continu.

{piders webs, floating on the furface', are 
to be condemned, becaufe they are indica- 
tions of a confumption. It is highly necef- 
fary, likewife, to confider that urine in which 
cloudy appearances are feen, whether they 
rife or fall, and what colours they exhibit; 
fuch as fink, with the colours already men- 
tioned, are of good omen; whilft thofe carried 
upwards are attended with danger and bad 
effects. The greateft care, however, ought 
to be taken againft any deception arifing 
from a difeafe of the bladder, which may 
occafion the urine .to be fuch; for, in this 
cafe, it is not an indication of the whole body, 
but only of the bladder itfelf being af- 
fected. 


Vomiting is of the greateft utility, efpe- 
cially that which has bile and phlegm mixed

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together *, and is not very thick, nor in great 
quantity. That, on the other hand, which 
is pure and unmixed, is unfalutary; but if 
what is vomited refembles leeks, or is of a 
livid, black colour, any of thefe appearances 
is to be accounted bad. Should the patient, 
however, δε matter of all thefe colours, 
this is a very dangerous fymptom. The livid 
kind, when attended with a heavy, difagree- 
able fmell, indicates the quick approach of 
death. In every kind of vomiting, accom- 
panied with fetor, and a degree of pu- 
trefcency, bad confequences are to be 
dreaded. 


In ail pains of the lungs and fides, it 1s 
proper that the /putum fhould be quickly 
and eafily brought up, and that it appear

deeply tinged with a mixture of yellow; for 
if, long after the beginning of the pain, there 
fhould any thing be brought away ofa yellow, 
or a reddifh yellow colour *, or what excites a 
@reat degree of cough, and is not thoroughly 
mixed together, this indicates fomething bad. 
Any thing, likewife, of a yellow appearance, 
which is pure without mixture, forebodes 
dangerous confequences. That which is of 
a white colour, vifcid and round, is attended 
with no falutary effects. Befides, the /putum 
of a high green colour, which appears frothy, 
is bad: but fhould it both be without mix- 
ture, and of a black appearance, this is more | 
to be dreaded than all the former. It is 
likewife a bad fymptom, if nothing is ex- 
_pectorated, nor the lungs can force any thing 
upwards, but, from the great quantity of

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matter remaining, the throat becomes hot 
and is fretted. The indication is unfavour- 
able alfo when. ftuffing of the head and 
{neezing precede or fupervene in all difeafes 
of the lunge; while in other very deadly, dif- 
eafes {neezing is attended with advantage. 


In inflammations of the lungs, fhould the 
fputum be mixed with no great quantity .of 
blood, and of a yellow appearance, in the 
beginning of the difeafe, it is falutary, and 
of the moft beneficial confequence: but if 
this happens on the feventh day, or fomewhat 
later, it is lefs advantageous. All kinds of 
fputum, which do not alleviate pain, but 
efpecially that which is black, as has already 
been defcribed, are bad. On the contrary, 
of all that are expectorated the preference 


15 to be given to thofe that allay pain. 


' When the pains of the parts affeGted do 
not ceafe either by expectoration of the πιαΐ-

ter, the voiding of the foeces, venefection, — 
purging medicines, or the regimen of diet, 
then it may be concluded that {uppuration 
' will take place. 


With refpe& to fuppurations, thofe are 
highly deftruétive in which the /pwrum. is 

either purely bilious, purulent, or partly both; 
| efpecialiy if, from /putum of this kind, the 
{uppuration begins to advance on the feventh 
day of the diieafe. In this cafe it*is to be 
dreaded that the patient will die on the four- 
teenth day, unlefs fome happy change inter- 


venes:’. 


The following may be reckoned among 
the favourable fymptoms: to bear the difeafe

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well; to breathe eafily; to be free from 
pain; to reject the /purum without difficulty; 
that the body fhould feel of a temperate and 
equal warmth; to be without thirft; that 
the urine, excrement, fleep, and fweat, fhould 
be fuch as have already been defcribed. 
All thefe are reckoned favourable indications ; 
and when they take place the patient will not 
die. But fhould only fome of thefe happen, 
he will not protract life beyond the fourteenth 
day. 


The contrary flate is, when the patient 
bears the difeafe badly, and the breathing is 
deep and frequent, ‘without ceffation of pain; 
when the /putum is with difficulty brought 
up, the thirft great, and the heat is unequal 
over the body, but vehement about the belly 
and ribs; when there is likewife a coldnefs 
‘of the forehead, hands, and feet, with a 
correfponding condition of the urine, excre- 
ment, fleep, and fweat; all thefe are deemed 


1? highly 
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highly unfavourable. For fhould any of them 
be joined to a bad kind of fputum, the pa- 
tient will die before the fourteenth day; 
probably either on the ninth or tenth. Thus, 
therefore, it is neceflary to form a judgment 
when the /putum is in the higheft degree 
deadly, and the patient cannot reach the 


fourteenth day. 


From all the circumftances abovementioned, 
relative to good and bad fymptoms, we may 
be enabled to afcertain, upon rational prin- — 


ciples, what will be the iffue of the difeafe. — 


In other fuppurations, a rupture of the 
abfcefs takes place, for the moft part, either 
on the twentieth day, or the thirtieth, and 
fometimes on the fortieth; others again are 
protracted even to the fixtieth day. The 
beginning of the fuppuration may be reafon- 
ably computed from the day on which the 
patient was firft {eized with febrile fymptoms,

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or with a vigor, and began to feel a weight 
in that place where he formerly had a pain. 
Thefe circumftances generally take place 
‘ about the beginning of fuppurations ; com- 
puting therefore from their commencement, 
a rupture may be expected about the periods 


abovementioned. 


If fuppuration fhould exift in one fide only, 
it is proper to advert to tha following cir- 
cumftances, and learn whether or not there 
is any pain in the other fide; if one is’ 
warmer than the other; and when the pa- 
tient reclines upon that fide which is found, 
it is neceflary to afk if he feels any weight 
pulling downwards; for fhould the cafe be 
fo, the fuppuration exifts in that fide where 
the weight is felt. ΑΙ! thofe who are pu- 
rulent, and labour under fuppuration, may 
be known by the following fymptoms: firft, 
by the fever {till continuing, but more flightly, 
in the day-time, and increafing towards the - 


evening ; 
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evening; likewife by frequent {weats break- 
ing out; the patients too are affected with 
coughing, and a defire to cough, but bring 
up-almoft, nothing; their eyes become hol- 
low, and their cheeks contra& a rednefs, 
the nails of their hands are crooked, and 
their fingers warm, efpecially the extremi- 
ities of them; fwellings arife in their feet ; 
‘they have an averfion to food; and puftules 
-break out over the whole body*. . Thofe 
‘uppurations that are of long duration are 
attended with thofe fymptoms which afford 


always an infallible prognoftication. :

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Such, however, as are of {hort continu- 
ance are indicated by the appearance of fome 
of thofe fymptoms that took place in the 
beginning; likewife by the patient being 
fomewhat affected with difficulty of breath- 
ing’. But whether fuppurations? fhall break 
fooner or later, may be known by thefol- 
lowing indications, viz. the pain arifing: in 
the beginning, attended with difficulty of 
breathing; and, if the cough with the fpit- 
ting is extended to the twentieth day, ἃ 
rupture may then be expected within this 
time, or even fooner. Should the pain, on 
the other hand, be more mild, and all the 
other fymptoms in proportion, the rupture 
will ‘be protracted to a later period. But it 
is-neceflary that pain, difficulty of breathing, 
and excretion of /putum, fhould take place

whofe dejections are {mall and of proper con- 
fiftence, the pus white, light, and of an uniform 
colour, free from phlegm, and brought away 
without pain, or violent cough, The recovery 
of fuch is both the fpeedieft and moft com- 
plete; but fhould all thefe fymptoms not take 
place, it will be in proportion to the greateft 


number of them: 


Thofe, on the other hand, die in whom the 
fever does not ceafe, or, when it feemed to have 
ceafed, returns, who are troubled with thirft, 


are not defirous of food, whofe excrement is

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liquid, and who bring up pus of .a palith 
green, livid colour,. or mixed with phlegm 
and froth. All thefe fymptoms in conjun@tion 
are mortal, But of thofe to whom they partly 
happen, and partly not, fome die, whilft others 
furvive along time. F rom all thefe fymptoms 
therefore exifting both in thefe as well as in 
other cafes, a probable conjecture ought to be 
formed of the confequence. ' All fuch as have 
ab{cefles formed about the ears, from difeafes 
ef the lungs, and fuppurate in the inferior 
parts, or have a fiftula opened, furvive*. In 
thefe cafes the following things are to be taken 
into confideration: if the fever continues with- 
out ceflation of pain, and the fputum is not 
brought up as we would expect, nor are the 
dejections bilious, very loofe, and pure without 
mixture, nor the urine in great quantity, with

much fediment, but all the other falutary 
fymptoms promife fafety®; then abfceffes of 


this nature are to be expected. 


Thofe abfceffes that take place in the in- 
ferior parts, happen to perfons who have 
fome degree of inflammation about the pre- 
cordia; while thofe in the fuperior befall 
fuch whofe precordia continue foft, and with- 
Out pain, and who are affeted with dif—i- 
culty of breathing for fome time, which 


ceafes without any other evident caufe. 


All abfcefies in the legs are highly ufeful 
in violent and dangerous inflammations of 
the lungs; but thofe are moft falutary that 


take place while the /putum undergoes a 


> What is rendered, but all the other falutary /ymptoms pro-

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change; for fhould the {welling and pain 
‘arife when the fputum from yellow becomes 
purulent, and is brought upwards, the patient 
will both furvive, and the abfcefs ceafe very 
quickly without pain. But if the /putum be 
not {pit up properly, nor the urine appears to 
have a favourable fediment, there is danger 
of the patient becoming lame in the joint, or 
a great deal of trouble may be occafioned. 
Again, fhould the abfcefles recede and difap- 
pear on the fputuim not coming away, and the 
fever continue, the cafe is terrible; for the 
danger is, that the patient becomes delirious 


and dies. 


Of thofe that labour under fuppurations 
from difeafes of the lungs, perfons advanced 
in life are more apt to die, whilft death is more 
liable to attack fuch as are young from other. 
fuppurations ¢.

Pains about the loins and inferior parts, at- 
tended with fever, if, on leaving thefe places, 
they attack the /eptum tranfverfum, are 
highly. pernicious; but other fymptoms are 
carefully to be attended to; becaufe if any 
bad indication appears, no hope is to be enter- 


tained of the patient. 


Thofe labouring under fuppuration, if the 
inflammation is high, and the pus pure and 
white, without any difagreeable {mell, furvive; 
whilft, on the other hand, if the pus be 
᾿ bloody and feeculent, death is the confequence. 
But if, on the difeafe attacking the feprum 
tranfverfum, no other bad fymptoms fuper- 
vene, there is then the greateft hope that the 
patient will do well. under the fuppuration. 
Veficles that are hard and painful, threaten 
extreme danger; but thofe are the moft per- 
hicious which are attended with a continued 
fever. The pain arifing from the veficles is 
of itfelf fuflicient to occafion death ; the belly 
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at this time dejeéts nothing unlefs what is 
hard and brought away by force; the purulent 
urine, likewife, which yields a white light 
fediment, waftes the patient. But, fhould the 
pain abate nothing with the urine, nor the 
veficle be fottened4, and the fever ftill conti- 
nue, he may be expected to die during the 
firft periods of the difeafe. Boys, from the 
feventh to the fifteenth year of their age, are 


moft liable to an attack of this nature. 


The. crifis of fevers is to be confidered as 
taking place upon the fame days on which the 
patients, having come to the utmoft extremity 
of the difeafe, either furvive or die. The-mildeft 
kind, with the moft favourable fymptoms, 
terminates on the fourth day or fooner; the 


moft malignant fevers likewife, attended with

fifts of thirty-four, the fecond of forty, and the ~ 
third of fixty days. At their beginning it is 
a very difficult matter to diftinguith thofe, the

be protracted to the autumn. As abtfcefles; 
therefore, befall perfons under thirty, in like 
manner quartans rather attack thofe who have

{tances, as well as from the urine, and /pz- 
tum, when the pus and bile are rejected toge- 
ther, Moreover, he fhould) have a quick 
conception of the firft attack of epidemic dif- 
eafes, and the condition of the feafon: befides, 
he ought to be well fkilled in every charac- 
teriftical mark,° as well as in other fymptoms, 
and not to be ignorant that, in every year and 
feafon, bad indications portend bad, and good 
the oppofite. confequences; fince in Lybia, 

Delos, 
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Delos, and Scythia», the truth of all the fymp- 


toms already mentioned has been fufficiently 
attefted; from all which a conclufion may be 
drawn, that it is by no means a difficult mat- 
ter. for one to attain a great deal more in thefe 
regions than any other, provided he is able, 
after acquiring a fufficient knowledge of them, 
to judge with a difcerning eye, and weigh cir- 
cumftances properly in his own mind. In fine, 
all the difeafes, of which it is poffible to form 
a judgment at the periods aforementioned, 
may be eafily known by the fymptoms already 


enumerated.

“articulation, and conf fequently extreme debi- 


lity is inferred. Either of the laff, in the infi-

nitive, may properly be expreffed by the Greek 


words civ ἄφωνον γενέσθαι, and Galen elegantly 
explains the firft by ἘΠῚ ΤῊΣ τὴν δύναμιν, ΟΥ̓ 
τῶν μετ᾽ ἐκλύσεως, ἡὶ ἀσθενείας : all three, therefore, 
convey the fame idea, and may be rendered 
by viribus defeciorum, fractorum, vel delaffa- 
torum. tis natural then to imagine, that an 
affection of mind taking place in fuch perfons, 
is attended with very bad effects.. Hence the 
word κάκισται in the original, which Erotianus 
very injudicioufly changes into κάλλισται» efpe- 
cially as the word ὀφωνία, from which the other 
is evidently derived, is always ufed by Hippo- 
crates to fignify a privation of fenfe, and an 
injury fuftained by the nerves. 


IX. Violent phrenitic affections end in ¢remor, 


Phrenitis is placed by Dr. Cullen in the 
clafs pyrexi@, and order phlegmafie; it de-~ 
notes an inflammation in the brain, or its 


membrane,

membrane, with a cdnelouish fierce delirium, 
and an acute continual fever. It is either sdio- 
pathic or fymptomatic; the former indicates 
a primary affection of the head; the fecond 
eonfifts in a tranflation of the morbid affection 
from fome other part to the head, which ge- 
-nerally proves mortal. They likewife differ 
thus—the former is. accompanied with an 
acute fever, the latter is followed by the fever. 
The idiopathic rarely happens in temperate 
climes; the /fymptomatic is fometimes met 
with, and moft frequently appears about the 
€rifis of other fevers. Thofe in the vigour 
_ of life, the paffionate, the ftudious, and thofe. 
with a weak nervous fyftem, are fubje& to 
this diforder. The caufes are various: it may 
arife from’ too great an afflux of blood, from 
un increafed ation of the veffels in the fyftem ; 
the more remote caufes are, exceffive drinking, 
anger, an expofure of the head to the fun, an 
inflammatory diathefis happening at the begin- 
ning of a fever, long watching, attention of 
the mind, any thing that forces the blood up

into the head, a fuppreffion of natural’ periodia 
cal evacuations, with many others.» Thefe 
general obfervations relative to phrenitis have 
been thrown out, -as it is frequently mens 
tioned by our author, but the Pror. now uns 
der confideration, refpects only the termina- 
tion of this difeafe, which, when. violent; 
is faid to end in-¢tremor. ‘The word? τρομώδεα 
in the original may comprehend, /h:verings, 
conflant trembling, &c. which, with’ ftarting 
of the tendons, -fuppreflion of urine, total 
want of fleep, conftant {pitting, no. thirft, 
green vomiting, convulfions, and urine ofa 
crude, aqueous, pale colour, are bad fymp- 
toms, and generally prove fatal. 

X. Vomitings of a greenith, black,. bilious 
colour, attended with pain of; the head, 
deafnefs, and watching, are indications . of 


fudden mania. 


Calvus joins the beginning. of this with 
the

the latter part of the former, which is con- 
trary,to the moft faithful copies. He like- 
wife applies the adverb νεανικῶς, in the preced- 
Ing, to τρομώδεα, inftead of φρενιτικὰ, contrary to 
the opinion of Galen and other commentators. 


XI. In acute ἝΞ there are flight pains in 
the fauces threatening fuffocation, and when the 
mouth is wide open it cannot be eafily thut. 
-Thefeare indications of the mind being-pe- 
culiarly affected. In fuch cafes the patients 


are feized with phrenitis, which proves fatal. 


As Foefius’s explanation of the former part 
“of this Pror, ditfers fomewhat from the above, 
‘I thal infert the original, that the reader may 
be enabled to form a judgment for himfelf. 
The words are, Ta ἐν ὀξέσι nara: φάρυγγα ὀδυνώδεα, 

τἰσχνα, σμικροὶ, muydden;” which he renders “ Udi 
Sauces in morbisacutis dolent, graciles funt,

parve, et Juffocantur.” Here it is évident he 
makes the adjeCtives agree with /auces; which 
indeed makes very good fenfe, as thereby im-

Conftant or frequent {pitting has been no-= 
ticed formerly in Pror.9, among the unfa- 
vourable fymptoms there enumerated, which 


generally prove mortal. 


XII. In phrenitic perfons, white dejettions 


are unfavorable, as in the cafe of Archetrates.

Pren. the fame fentiment 1s 
expreffed but the word κακόηθες, fignifying 
of a bad or malignant nature, is there changed 
into κακὸν, Which makes little or no difference 
in the fenfe. 


XV.In fudden and violent emotions of mind, 
fhould fever fupervene, attended with f{weat- 
ing, pbrenitis takes place. 


XVI, Perfons labouring under phrenizis drink 
( i 2 little; 


little; they are eafily affected with noife, and 


are fubject to tremors. 


The word βραχυπόται. is frequently ufed both 
by Galen and Aretzus; the former, in his 
commentary on the third book of Epidemics, 
explains it properly, as follows: “ Qui rarius 
et per multa intervalla bibunt:? the phrafe 
ψόφε καθαπτόμενοι, Which is rendered, eafly af- 
fected with noife, Galen exprefles in each of 
the three following ways, {ops ρᾳδίως RE ἢ 
ψοφώδεις, cPodpds ἀισθανομίνοι, Which may be thus 
re{pectively, interpreted: “ Streprtum facile 
fentientes, ad quemuis fire stupa expavefcen= 
tes vel meticulof, valde fentientes;” all which 
intimate great debility. of the nervous fyftem, 
and that the patients are eafily affeted by the 
{malleft noife. Feefius fays that Celius Aure- 
lianus, in Lib. 3, cap. 15, of his acute difeafes, 
conceives Hippocrates to be {peaking here of 
| the

the hydrophobia: this is manifeft from the 
following fentence of Czlius Aurel. “7067 
quoque Hippocrates, etfi non principaliter de 
7,4 paffione tractans, fenfu tamen dictorum 
banc paffionem memoraffe monftratur, in 
Prediétivo libro dicens Phreniticos parvibt- 
bulos, fono quolibet pulfatos, tremore affict.” 
We cannot, however, fee how hydrophobia is 
comprehended under the epithet βραχυπόται or 
parvibibuli, as the former implies an abfti- 
nence from drink,. which is attributed to ter- 
ror and apprehention operating fo forcibly on 
the minds of the patients that they fhun the 
very fight of any thing liquid; whereas the 
latter fignifies that it is taken fparingly, or in 
{mall quantity, which may arife from loath- 
ing, delirium, or many other caufes, which, 
by no means, intimate the patients to be un- 


der.the influence of fear. 


XVII. After vomiting attended with anxiety,

‘{qualid and dirty, indicate madnefs, as in the 
cafe of Hermozygas’s wife, who being feized 
with a violent mania died fpeechlefs. 


‘Exiyvsy, in the original rendered /gualid and 
nafly, Galen explains by ἐπίπαγον, or κνοώθδη, 
which fignify concretum, or lanuginofum, quia 
oculi concretam quandam lanuginem babent, 
aut pulvere et forde objiti. "The fame mean- 
ing is conveyed in Lib.-6, Epid. ‘by the fol- 
lowing expreflion : ““" τὸ ἐπιξηραινόμενον διον ἄχνη." 
The complaint generally arifes from weaknefs, 
and an excefs of drynefs, which frequently 
befall perfons travelling in the heat of fum- 
mer, A fimilar fentiment is conveyed by 
πεπηγὸς axyades applied to the eyes in the Coae. 
Pren. and may be rendered by concreta qua= 
dam lanugo ac fordes. 


XVIII. In a burning hot fever, fhould a 
tingling

The words ἐξίστανται μελαγχολικῶς» Which are

| by the fynonymous phrafe παρακόπτεσι σφοδρὼς,, 
which may be refolved into vehementem ac 
furiofam mentis infaniam. If we attend to 
the literal and critical fignification of the 
words, we {hall find them applicable to thofe 
perfons who, after being fullen, dark, gloomy, 
and melancholic, become furious; whereas 
the adverb ὀξέως inftead of μελαγχωλικῶς applied 
to the verb ἐξίστασθαι, indicates the patients to 
be fuddenly and violently affected. The phrafe 
in the text implies likewife a firong delirium, 
which breaks out into madnefs, and may be 
properly exprefied, by atrd bil perciti, Hence 
the words in Plautus, atrd bili percita eft.

In the Coac. Pren. this Pror. is repeated, but a 
flux of blood is mentioned as a critical fign,

XIX. Delirium, accompanied with a hiffing 
ftridulous voice, tremulous convulfions of the 
tongue, and the fpeech itfelf tremuloufly af- 
fected, exhibit proofs of ftrong alienation of 
mind, and threaten deftruction, if attended 


with rigidity. 


There appears to be fomething obfcure in 
this Pror. the original runs thus: «ds παρα- 
κρόσιες σύν Φωνῇ κλαγγώδει, γλώσσης σπασμοὶ τρομώδεες, 
15. ἄνται τρομώδεες γενόμεναι," ὅζο, this laft part I 
have rendered, the fpeech itfelf tremuloufly af~

concluded the fpeech likewife fuffers inevi- 
tably.

of which clearly means dejections that are

XXII. ‘Slight pains of the fide, in perfons of

The words τὸ ἀραιὰ ἀλγήματα in the origi- 
nal, which are rendered, fight pains, fignify 
thofe which intermit and are not continued; 
Galen explains them by ὀδύνας διῶ χρώς, in ορ- 
pofition to thofe exprefled by the word συνεχὲες. 
In Latin, we fay dolores leves intermittentes, 
Sed non continuos; fuch, pains may likewife be 
fignificantly expreffed by, τὰ ἐκ διαστήματος 2 μὴ 
ἐπιταχύνοντα: Dolores qui ex intervallo affigunt & 
non continuo premunt.

XXXII. Deafnefs, attended. with urine 
without fediment, of a reddifh colour, and 
cloudy, indicates delirium. Jaundice, in {uch 
cafes, is a bad fymptom; but it is ftill more

unfavorable when fillinefs fucceeds; it fre-: 
quently happens that there is a failure of 
voice in perfons of this defcription, while the 
fenfes fuftain no injury. Befides, there enfues 
fometimes a copious flux’ of the belly, as in 


the cafe of Hermippus, which proved mortal. 


The word ἐἀκατάστατα, tranflated un/fétiled, 
or without fediment, in the Epid. is expreffed 
by μὴ καθιστάμενα, non confituta, a fynonymous 
phrafe. In addition to this, however, the 
urine is faid to be cloudy, which in the original : 
is exprefled by the word ἐιναιωρόμενα, and in 
fEgr. 9, lib. 3, of the Epid. by. ἐναιώρημα 
meréopov; in the 12th of the fame by ἐναιώρημα 
μετέωρον, ἐχ, ἵδρυτο. The [τῇ of thefe relates to 
the patient Heropythus, who was feized with 
that kind of fever denominated by Hippocra- 
tes πυρετὸς καυσώδης, ὀξύς, febris ardens, acuta, 
and, befides the other fymptoms there enume-

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rated, voided urine that was thin, of a black- 
ifh colour, having fomething fufpended in it 
of a cloudy appearance. The she ys runs 
thus: ** ea λεπταὶ» μέλανα, ἐναιώρημα μετέωρον." The 
two laft may be explained, by nubecula inna- 
tans fublimis, or aliquid fufpenfum fublime. 
Urine of this defcription, according to Hip- 
pocrates, is generally an indication of deli- 
71:21, that the patient is in great perturbation, 
and the difeafe will be protracted for a confi- 
-derable time, as in the cafe of Heropythus, 
who, being feized with ftrong delirium on 
the twentieth and following days, experienced 
a crifis on the fortieth, by a copious eruption 
of blood from the noftrils, ‘The fecond cafe 
in Agr. 12th of the Epid. is that of a young 
lady, an inhabitant of Lariffla, who laboured 
_under a fever exactly of the fame defcription ; 
the fymptoms likewife were nearly the fame. 
Hippocrates fays that’ fhe voided thin urine, 
in {mall quantity, which had clouds fufpended 
in it, without fediment. The words are

above cafe; for he adds ““ παρέκρουσεν ἐς νύκτα," 
fhe was feized with delirium in the night. By 
thefe two examples, therefore, the doctrine of 
the text is illuftrated, viz. That urine unfettled, 
or without fediment, and having fomething 
fufpended in it of a cloudy appearance, is indi~ 


cative of delirium. 


The word ἐξέρυθρα in the original fignifies 
α bright red, and, when applied to the urine, 
is rendered valde rubra, But I agree with 
Foefius that ὑπέρυθρα in the Goac. Pren. is more 
expreflive of the fenfe. This confideration, 
therefore, induced me to ufe the phrafe of a 
reddifh colour, inftead of a bright red, as the

Deafnefs, taking place in acute | 
and turbulent difeafes, threatens deftruction. 


That deafnefs, in diforders of this kind, is 
a bad fymptom, may be illuftrated from 
many paflages of Hippocrates. The ninth 
cafe in Lib. 3, of the Epid. juft now quoted, 
affords a proof of this. ‘The fever there de- 
fcribed, as has been already mentioned, is the 
πυρετὸς καυσώδης, ὀξὺς; febris ardens, acuta, which, 
after the fymptoms enumerated in the note 
immediately preceding, is faid to have had 
paroxyf{ms every now and then vartable, and, 
for the moft part, to have been irregular; but 
on the fourteenth day deafuefs took place, and 
all the febrile fymptoms were much increafed. 
The words are, ““ πυρετὸς ἄλλοτε ἀλλοίως παροξυνό- 
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μένος, τὰ πλέιστα ὡτώκτως, περὶ δὲ 1d κωφωσις) oF πυρετοι 


ἐξέτεινον," which, in Latin, may be literally ren- 
dered, febris fubinde varie exacerbata, plerum- 
que inordinate, fub decimum verd quartum diem 
furditas locum babuit, febres intendebantur. 
This, therefore, isa proof that deafne/s taking 
place in acute diforders is bad, as it is generally 


attended with an increafe of febrile fymptoms. 


XXXIV. Delkria attended with tremors 
when the patients fcarcely feem to be affected, 
and are continually grappling with their hands, 
as if in fearch of fomething, ftrongly indi- 
cate phrenitis, as in the cafe of Didymarchus 
of Cos. 


Tremors in delirious cafes are one of the 
unerring fymptoms of phrenztis, and they ge- 
nerally forebode the greateft danger: this has 
already been obferved in the note on Pror. oth, 
where a full enumeration of the moft dan-

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gerous fymptoms attending that difeafe has. 
been given, befides the doétrine of the Pror. 
itfelf is, that violent pbrenitis terminates in 
tremor; this is evident from the original 
words, τὰ Φρενιτικὼ νεωνικῶς» τρομιώδεα τελευτῶ» VUé= 
hementes pbrenitides in tremorem definunt. 
Ψηλαφώδεες in the text, which I have rendered, 
are continually grappling with their bands as 
if in fearch of fomething, although agreeing 
with deliria, yet may be properly referred to 
the perfons, hence the above tranflation; this 
grappling or handling, as if in purfuit of fome 
object, is likewife one of the well-known dan- 
gerous fymptoms attending‘ pbrenitis, and is 
illuftrated at great length by the following 
pafiage from the Proguoffics, “ Περὶ δὲ χειρῶν 
Qopns, τάδε γινώσκω" ὁκόσοισιν ἐν πυρετοῖσιν ὀξέσιν, ἢ 
περιπλευμονίῃσινν ἢ, Qpevitiovy ἢ ἐν κεφαλαλγίῃσι, πρὸ 
τὸ προσώπε Φερομέίνας καὶ θηρευδυσας dice κενῆς. καὶ wares 
καρφολογούσας, καὶ xpoxidus ἀπὸ τῶν ἱματίων ἀποτιλλέ- 
σῶς. καὶ πὸ τὲ τοῖχξ ἄχυρα ὡποσπώσας, πάσας ἐιγαι 
κακᾶς, “as βανατώδεας.ἢ Though this has been

explained in its proper place, yet, that the 
reader may more immediately apply it to the 
prefent fubject, the following tranflation may 
not be unneceflary: ““ Concerning the motion 
of the hands this is my opinion—that, in acute 
fevers, inflammations of the lungs, phrenitis, 
or cephalalgia, it is a highly dangerous and 
deadly fymptom when the hands are extended 
before the face, hunting after fomething to | 
no purpofe, collecting ftraws, plucking the nap 
from the clothes, and tearing the mud from 
the walls: the whole therefore of this paffage 
is an indubitable proof, that fuch a motion or 
grappling with the hands is not only an indi- 
cation of phrenitis being prefent, but, in this 
difeafe, is likewife of the moft alarming na- 


ture,” 


XXXV. Torpor fucceeding rigor indicates 


an alienation of mind, 


G 4 | Rigor 
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Rigor in all acute difeafes is a very unfa- 
vorable fymptom; hence Hippocrates in Pror. 
13, ufes the following expreflion: “ piyos ἐπὶ 
Ppevitincres κάκιστον," that rigor in phrenitic per= 
fons is attended with the worft confequences. 
Immediately before this, in the fame fentence, 
he puts the following queftion: ‘* In patients 
ef this defcription, does torpor take. place?” 
This is left undecided 5 it is a natural déduc- 
tion, however, that beth united will aggra- 
vate the difeafe, and produce a greater aliena- 
tion of mind than would otherwife have hap- 
pened: but we cannot abfolutely. determine 
whether or not our author meant the text as 
applicable to phremitis, or as a general propo- 
fition. In either view, it is apprehended the 
affertion will hold good, and that an affection 
on mind muft neceflarily be produced where- 
ever torpor {ucceeds rigor.

_ The dodtrine of this Pror. is briefly ex- 
prefled in the Coac. Pren. by the three fol- 
lowing words, “‘ νοθρώδεα. ῥίγεα κακοήβεα:" which 
may be explained as follows: Rigors attended 
with torpor are of a very unfavorable, or ma- 
lignant nature. Ἑακοήθεα, rendered, of a malig- 
nant nature, is frequently ufed to denote ul- 
cers of a bad kind; and in this fenfe it is pro- 
perly applied. In a moral view, this word 
fignifies bad habits or cufioms; hence the com- 
mon atid® well-known expreffion of a κακοήθες, 
which implies a particular rage for certain ob- 
jects, or things in themfelves frequently in 
different; but as they engrofs the whole at- 
tention, and carry it off from matters of 
infinitély greater moment and utility, they, 
then, give rife to a ruling paffion which en- 
flaves its poficflor, and is ulually denominated 


κακοήθες, or a bad habit, 


XXXVI. Pains about the umbilical region, 
attended with palpitation, afford caufe to 
fufpect 
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fufpe& that the underftanding is in fome mea- 
fure difturbed; but in fuch cafes, near the 
time of the crifis, wind frequently pafles off 
in great quantities, accompanied with confider- 
able tefifion: moreover, pains in the calves of 
the legs are indications of the mind being af- 
fected, in perfons of the above defcription. 


_ The words ἔχεσι μὲν τὶ καὶ γνώμης παράφορον» 
are interpreted, afford caufe to fufpect that 
the underfianding is in fome meafure difturbed. 
This is well rendered, by a famous commen- 
tator as follows: ““ mentis quidem alienate 
fignificationem quandam prabent.” ‘The inde- 
finite pronoun τὶ has here its proper figni- 
fication, as it both diminifhes the force of 
sia: and leaves the degree of alienation 
undetermined. Some copies have παράφρονος, 
which produces no alteration in the fenfe, and 
is entirely confiftent with grammar. The

XXXVIT. On a pain of the thigh going 
off, fhould any thing be fufpended in the 
urine of a cloudy appearance, it indicates 
delirium, and fomething like founding of the 
ears takes place.

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This appearance of the urine has been fuf- 
ficiently illuftrated in the note on Pror. 32, 
where it is evident that Hippocrates, both in 
his Epid. and elfewhere, takes notice of it as 
an indication of delirium, or of the mind be- 
ing, in fome degree, affected. Some copies 
have, befides the words interpreted, /hould any 
thing be fufpended in the urine, καὶ ὅσα ἄλλα 
κατ᾿ αυτό γίγνεται, πορακρεστικα σημξια9, which may 
be rendered, ef quecunque alia in uriné ap- 
parere folent, mentis emote indicia, or deliris 
figna. This, however, produces no alteration 
of the fenfe, and, without fuch an addition, 
the idea is fufficiently conveyed. What 
is tranflated, and Something like founding 
of the ears takes place, in the original runs

XXXVIII. When 
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XXXVI. When the belly is very lax, 
the patient feels a laffitude, is troubled with 
head-ach, thirft, watchings, fpeaks fo as 
{carcely to be heard, and has a fenfation of 
great debility; in all fuch cafes a violent af 
fection of the mind 1s to be dreaded. 


The concluding claufe, viz. a violent af- 
fection of the mind is to be dreaded, is with 
great precifion, in the original text, exprefled 
by the two words 6 ἐλπὶς ἐκστῆναι." Ἐλπὶς, in 
Greek, may be explained either ope, or fear, 
according to the fenfe of the fubjedt; hence in 


the Pror. now under confideration, where a 
number of bad fymptoms is enumerated, it 
is natural to conclude that fuch a confequence 
will follow as is to be dreaded; or, in other 
words, we may look for, or expect an unfa- 
vorable termination. On the contrary, fhould 
the event looked for be oppofite, ἐλπὶς then

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is with equal propriety ufed. The word 
ἐκετῆναι is the infinitive of Aorzft. 2 act. from 
ἐξίστημι, de fratu mentis dejicio, vel ftupefacio, 
which has generally a paffive fignification in 
this tenfe, but fometimes it admits of a neu- 
ter, as ἐξίστη, 6 turbd feceffit, item a reipulice 
adminifiratione ad privatam vitam fe contultt, 
Ern, ‘The fame obfervation is applicable to 
all the verbs in μι.

breathing, in fuch cafes, /frong, thick, and 
turbid. : 


Reftlefnefs, and fmall fweats breaking out 
about the head and neck, are frequently men- 
tioned as concomitant circumftances in fevers 
they have likewife been already pointed out 
as bad indications, and to be of a very alarm- 
ing nature, efpecially as phrenitic fymptoms 
enfue,.which generally terminate in death, 
The fubftance of this doGtrine is contained 
both in the 27th Pror. and the 69th of the 
Coac. Pren. only that coldnefs is, there, added 
as an aggravating circumftance. The phrafe 
“© καὶ θολερὸν mievua,” which is rendered, and 
the breathing firong, thick, and turbid, denotes 
that kind of breathing which is burried or 
confused, in oppofition to that which is calin, 
eafy, and uninterrupted, the former is generally | 
an indication of the vital fpark being wellnigh 

extinguithed ; 
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extinguifhed ; | the latter is entirely confonant 
to Nature. Galen explains θολερὸς by magnus, 
craffus, et concitatus, meaning that breathing, 
which 15 emitted in great quantity by a rong, 
thick, hurried expiration: but though this 
may be drawn, by implication, from the word 
as here placed, yet the proper and literal figni- 
fication is turbulentus & turbidus, and it may 
juftly be confidered as an additional bad fymp- 
tom in acute diforders, where the patient is 
troubled with fmall fweats breaking out in the 
fuperior parts, attended with reftleflnefs, efpe- 


cially as it indicates a raging heat internally. 


XL. Debility beyond the ratio of evacua- 
tion, where no evacuation exifts, is attended 


with pernicious confequences. 


The original words “ rapa λόγον κενεαγγικὸν," 
I have interpreted, deyond the ratio of evacua-

tion, nor can I fee that they will bear any 
other meaning. This Pror. is repeated in the 
Coac. Pren. more clearly in the following

debility, where there is prefent πὸ evacuation, 
is a bad fymptom : the meaning here is ob- 
vious; and certainly the diction of the. laft is 
lefs involved, as there appears to be no_ne- 
ceflity for the word κενεαγγιρκὸν, for in one view 
. it is impoffible’ to conceive a debility beyond 
the ratio of evacuation, unlefs we fay that 
evacuations have not produced debility in the 


extreme. 


XLI. When the belly is clofely locked up, 
and {mall black faces, refembling thofe of 
goats, can only be voided with difficulty, in 
fuch a cafe an eruption of blood from the 


noftrils isa dangerous fymptom. 


H. The 
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The word οἰπολελαμμέναν, rendered clofely 
locked up, fignifies properly an znterception of 
the pafage. Erotianus, in place of the above, 
fabftitutes ἐστεγνωμένα,, which conveys a very 
{trong idea, as it literally means that the pa/~ 
fage is narrowed or contracted, In line 482, 
Lib. 1, Il, Homer. we meet with the adverb 
areyouws, Which may be explained by aré#e, vel 
firidé, meaning that whatever it is applied to’ 
is fo clofely fhbut as net to permit any thing 
to pafs. Hence the adjective στεγανὸς is applie 
cable to a perfon who keeps profound filence, 
and does not allow a word to pafs his lips; 
or to the belly when the paffage is intercepted 
fo as nothing can be evacuated. In the former 
cafe, it may be well exprefled by ¢acitus, vel 
qui fecreta in pettore claufa tenet; in the lat- 
ter, by arétus, coarélus, coarétatus, vel firie- 
tus. Galen, inftead of either ὠπολελαμμέναι, or 
ἐστεγνωμέναν, ules ἐπεχόμεναιγ Which, in the fenfe 


now 
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now before us, properly fignifies that the belly 
is dound, fo as not to permit the feces to pafs. 
Any of the three, however, is applicable and 
very expreffive. Sometimes @redrnupiias is 
met with inftead of the firft; this is only the 


attic form of the fame word, which conveys 
no different idea. 


XLII. If pain in the loins lafts a long time, 
attended with a heat producing great anxiety, 
{mall fweats, likewife, breaking out in the 
{uperior parts, it isa deftructive fymptom. In 
fuch cafes are the patients affected with ¢re- 
mors, and does the voice, as in rigor, become 
tremulous? 


The phrafe in the text κἄᾶυμα ἀσῶδες is fyno- 
nymous to the ἀσῶδες πὺρ of Areteus, and fig- 
nifies a burning, gnawing,’ penetrating heat, 
attended with great anxiety and naufea. We 

Η 2 have 
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have already had ἀσώδης ἰη the fame fenfe in 
Pror. 17. ἐξ tuérs ἀσώδεος, poff vomitum anxio« 
fum.- It is impoffible to determine whether 
καῦμα OF πὺρ Is the moft emphatic, or conveys 
the ftrongeft meaning, for they certainly as 
nearly correfpond as any two words in the 
language; and, therefore, when in conjunc- 
tion with any other, muft impart the fame 
idea. The word ἐῤφιδρῶντες, here, as well as in 
many other places, means thofe {mall {weats 
which break out about the head, neck, and 
breaft, in fevers, and are generally indicative 
of the greateft danger; hence our author men- 
tions them, in many different parts of his 
works, as the never failing concomitants of 
phrenitis, terminating fatally. The prepofition 
ἐπὶ in conjunction with the fimple verb idéw, 
alters fomewhat the fenfe, and may not im- 
properly be rendered by the Latin words, iv- 
Judo, or fudore langueo; whereas ids is fearcely 
ever taken in a bad fenfe.. An example, cor- 
roborative of this, we have in the following 


pafiage 
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paflage of Xenophon : ‘* Ouse durés πότε πρὶν ἱδρῶ- 
σαι δέιπνον wipro,” neque ille ‘unquam priufquam 
fudérit canam cepit. The laft of the two 
queftions put in the text, is exprefled as fol- 
lows: ““ καὶ Φωνὴ δὲ ὡς ἐν ῥίψει ἡ δτρι 5” and does 
the voice, as in rigor, become tremulous ? 
From this it is evident that rigor is attended . 
with tremor; tremor, however, is not always 
accompanied with rigor; but, fhould it fo hap- 
pen, deftru€ion generally follows. Hence, 
in the end of Pror. 19, we find thefe words: 
“* σχληρυσμὸς ἐν τοτέοισιν ὀλέθριον, where the allu- 
fion is to patients that were affected with fre- 
mor, The laft word ἀυτοπτική, which is ren= 
dered tremulous, when applied to the voice, 
properly fignifies broken, quavering, which

XLIII. Sudden changes in the extremities 
are deftructive fymptoms ; thirft, likewife, fuc- 
ceeded quickly by its oppofite, is a bad indi- 
cation. | 


Η 3 Changes 


Changes fuddenly taking place in acute 
difeafes are very unfavorable, as they gene- 
tally prove the forerunners of death. It bas 
already been obferved, that frequent changes 
in phrenitis are bad, as they forebode convul- 
fions. The fame doétrine will likewife hold 
good in all diforders of this kind, where the 
change produced depends on no evident caufe. 
_ The latter part of the Pror. expreffed in 
thefe words: “" καὶ δίψα τοιαύτη wovnpov,” means 
hirft, likewife, of the fame nature, that is, 
which is liable to a fudden change, or is 
quickly fucceeded by its oppofite, indicates 
fomething bad. The meaning of τοιαύτη, in 
this paflage, is clearly expreffed by Galen: 
Stel τ᾿αναντία μεταπίπτεσα ἐν τάχει," fitis in con- 


traria celeriter permutata. 


XLIV. A furious anfwer, from a perfon:

It thould feem that fach an anfwer, under 
the circumftances contained in the text, inti- 
mates a greater or lefs difturbance of the 
brain. A remarkable proof of this we have 
in fEgr. 16, Lib, 3. Epid. The cafe is that 
of a young man in Melibcea, who, from 
indulging too freely in wine, venery, &c. was 
feized with a fever. On the firft day he had 
frequent ftools, attended with a watery efflux: 
what he voided, on the following days, was 
in great quantity, and of a watery confiftence, 
his urine thin, pale, and in {mall quantities, 
his breathing deep, at long intervals. There 
was prefent likewife a tenfion of the pracordia, 
with a continual palpitation at the heart ; dur- 
ing all thefe fymptoms, he is faid to have 
been compofed and guiet. The words in the 
Original are κόσμιος τε »ἡ ἥσυχος. On the four- 
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teenth day all the fymptoms were exaggerated, 
| his mind became affeCted, he was feized with 
{trong delirium: on the twentieth violent ma- 
nia took place, accompanied with great reft- 
lefinefs; he voided nothing by urine; and on 
the twenty-fourth he died of violent phrenitis. 
From this cafe it is evident that a peculiar and 
ftriking affeCtion of the brain enfued, where 
the patient, formerly, was under the circum- 
{tances defcribed in the text, viz. κόσμιος re 2% 
ἥσυχος, but, before this laft ftage, his anfwers 
exhibited figns of ferocity. In confirmation — 
of this doétrine, Galen fays that it is an un- 
erring fign of phrenitzs, when a perfon, for~ 
merly compofed, anfwers in a furious, tumul- 
tuous manner: his words are “* Φρενίτιδος σημξιον 
θορυβωδίστερον ἢ ὅλως ϑρασύτερον ἀποκρίνασθαι, 15 μάλισθ᾽ 
ὅταν ἔμπροσθεν 1 κόσμιος." Celfus, in allufion to 
the fame, has the following expreffion: ‘ In- | 
faniam timendam ubi fubita loquacitas orta eft, 
et hac ipfa folito audacior,”

The firft of thefe epithets, joined to the 
voice, intimates that the /recordia are drawn 
inwards, as may be feen from Pror.

We have already had 
κλαγγώδης , interpreted firidulous or bifing, as 
an epithet of the voice, both in Pror. 17 
and 19; and in thefe places it is mentioned 
with other fymptoms as an indication of 
fucceeding mania. In the Coac. Praen. we 
find κλαυθμώδης inftead of κλαγγώδης, which is. 
approved of both by Galen and others; nor 
is the fenfe, by fuch a fubftitute, in any de- 
gree impaired, 


XLVIII. Grinding of the teeth, where it 
is not cuftomary in a ftate of health, is a 
deadly fymptom ; fuffocation, likewife, in fuch 
cafes, is very bad. |

Προσώπε ἔνχροια, in the text rendered dene co 
horata facies, a florid countenance, means that 
which is fair and bright : coloratus fometimes,:

it is difcoloured, painted, garnifhed with fis. 
gures, difguifed, likewife when tanned, or 
fun-burnt.. That florid colour meant, is fre- 
quently obferved to take place before’ death, 
and is generally a concomitant of confumptions 
for a confiderable time before they prove fatal.

The word σκυθρωπὸν, which is interpreted auftere 
and fullen, may be _exprefied properly, in 
Latin, by ¢riffem vultum gerens, aufterus, mo- 
rofus, dificilis, &c. but though in this fenfe 
it is applicable to perfons, yet it is not unfre- 
quently applied to things d//mal to be heard, 
or to thofe which, at their appearance, {trike 
the beholder with terror. Such a countenance

L. Dejections that terminate frothy, and 
unmixed, indicate an exacerbation of the 
difeafe. :

93; the fubftance of which is, that in 
perfons affected with Jopor, when the evacua- 
tions are frothy, an exacerbation of the fever

LI. Suppreffions of the urine, in acute 
difeafes, arifing from cold, have a very bad 
tendency. :

Απολήψις which is explained /uppreffion, may 
here be properly expreffed by the three fol- 
lowing words, interceptio, interclufio, vel fup- 
preffio, any one of which is applicable to the 
urine: befides this fignification, it fometimes 
implies a recovery, and may, in Latin, be ren- 
dered by receptio, vel recuperatio.

Hippocrates exprefies the fame idea in many 
different parts of this works. In the Prog. 
we had the following words. ‘ Whenever 
fevers ceafe without any evident fymptoms, 
and not on critical days, a relapfe may be 


expected.”

expected.” The doctrine of the text has a 
near allufion to this, as the fame fentiment 
is certainly meant to be conveyed. What is 
rendered become eafier, without an evident caufe, 
is in the original ra ὠσήμως ῥαστωνήσαντα, which, 
elfewhere, is expreffed as follows, «ς τὰ ἀλόγως 
καὶ παραλόγως ῥαστωνήσαντα." ‘This ἰα may be 
interpreted, /yweptoms becoming eafier without or 
contrary to reafon. In Lib. 2. Epid. we meet 
with the fynonymous phrafe “ἀσήμως dpawdeuera,”? 
which means fuch as difappear without any 
evident caufe: all thefe, however, are only 
different expreflions for the fame idea, and 
are properly explained thus, by Galen: “ὅσα 
μήτε μετὸὼ σημείων λυτηρίων ἡ ἀγαθῶν ἐπιφανέντων waste’ tp 
χρισίμοις ἡμέραις ἔδοξε. πεπᾶυσβαι," guecungue neque 
cum fignis vi liberandi praditi, aut bonis ap- 
parentibus, neque diebus decretorits fedari feu 
ceffare vifa funt. Erotianus’s: explanation has 
likewife the fame tendency, viz. ‘* χωρὶς φανερᾶς,

appearance without any obvious relief. From 
the whole, therefore, the following conclufion 
may be drawn—that fuch fymptoms as wear 
a more favorable afpect, and feem to go off 
neither on critical days, nor with any other 
falutary effe& that indicates a folution of the 
difeafe, are highly deftructive, and generally 


terminate in death. 


LI. In acute bilious difeafes, dejeCtions 
that are very white, frothy, and circumfufed 
with bile, indicate fomething bad. Urine, 
too, of the fame kind, is an unfavorable fymp- 
tom.—In fuch cafes is the liver affected ?

This Pror. agrees, in fome refpect, with 
the 23d and 24th: the firt of which is, chat 
defections of voice, accompanied with hiccup, in- 
dicate fomething very bad. The laft is ex- 
prefled as follows: a failure of voice, attended 
with diffolution of firength, is.a very bad fymp- 
tom. Both thefe may be confidered as taking 
place in fever, and as indications of the per- 
nicious confequences mentioned in the Pror.

gue non pro ratione levant, non oportet fidere. 
Here a fentiment fimilar to that of the text 
is conveyed, and the emphatic word παραλόγως 
is exprefled by a circumlocution, μὴ xara λύγονς 
Allthefe, however, are expreflive of the fame 
idea, and the explanation may be feen in the 
note formerly alluded to. The doctrine of © 
this Pror. is exemplified in a ftriking manner 
by cafe 2, Lib. 3, Epid. Hermocrates the pa- 
tient, there, defcribed, is faid to have been 
feized with a very violent fever, expreffed in 
the original by the word zp, while he lay 
adjoining to a new built wall; the fymptoms 
are various, but we fhall notice fuch only as 
are more immediately connected with the il- 
luftration of our fubje@t. At the beginning

fenfation of ¢hirff. The words in the original

An exacerbation of all the fymptoms took place 
until the eleventh day, and then he appeared 
to be fomewhat eafier; on the fourteenth he 
was free from fever, but the difeafe returned 
on the feventeenth with an increafe of all the 
febrile fymptoms. On the twentieth he ex- 
perienced another crifis, was free from fever, 
did not fweat, and all this time had an aver- 
fion to food. His tongue was very dry and 
parched, but he had no thirft; the words are 
ἐς γλῶσσα ἐπίξηρος ὀυκ edibe.” About the twenty- 
fourth he had 4 fenfation of heat, and 
on the following days the fever became 
very acute; his tongue was burnt up. The 
original runs thus: «“ἐ γλῶσσα cuvexavbn.” On the 
twenty-feventh he died. -Thus we fee that 
the thirft, which he had at the: beginning, 
entirely vanithed, and the εἴτα proved fatal, 
“Hence the truth of the text is verified, viz. 
that thir, in acute difeafes, ceajing without ex-

pestation, is a bad fymptom. Tt is fuffiiciently 
proved from the cafe Τα now exhibited that 
the ceffation of thirft was unnatural, for the 
three original words ἐπεκαύθη, ἐπίξηρος, & συνεκαύθη, 
indicate ftrongly the flate of the tongue; and 
thew that the thirft fhould rather have in- 
creafed. ‘When, therefore, from ~ external 
fymptoms, we are led to conclude, that the 
internal affection ‘and. heat are very great, and 
fuch as ought to excite intenfe thirft, but ‘no 
fenfation of this nature is felt, it is a fure proof 
not only of the magnitude and bad tendency of 
the difeafe, but of the mind being affe@ted, and 
the animal fenfations becoming torpid from 
an extin@tion of natural heat. Hence the 
following expreffion of Celfus, in Lib, 2, 
cap. 7: * Quibus enim caufa doloris neque fen- 
fus ejus eft, bis mens labat.” Fecefius likewife 
fays that Galen’s opinion corroborates this af- 
fertion; which opinion is eafily underftood 
from thefe words: “ Et facultatum © caloris 
native extinéHio judicart a Galeno fignificatur,

been obferved, therefore, not only here, but 
likewife on Pror. 43 and 52, it would almoft 
appear needlefs to bring more proofs of the 
doctrine contained in the text.

{elf to the following purport: viz. That when 
thirft ceafes neither by fweating, vomiting, 
nor any other critical evacuation, the difpo- 
fition does not ceafe, but the fenfation is ob- 
feured.

4, 
we have the following words: “ Πυρέσσοντι ἱδρὼς 
ἐπιγενόμενος, μή ἐκλείποντος τῷ πυρετὰ κακόν" μηχύνει Yop 
ἡ νουσος, my ὑγρασίην πλείω σημαίνει) Thofe {weats, 
according to our author, are favorable which 
take place in fevers on the following days, 
viz. the third, fifth, feventh, ninth, elea 
venth, fourteenth, feventeenth, taventy-firf, 
twenty-feventh, thirty-fir fh, and. thirty-fourth : 
the reafon he affigns is, ““ τοι yop δι ἰϑρῶτες 
νούσους κρίνουσιν," becaufe fuch prove critical. On 
the contrary, fweats of a different nature 
Yndicate pain, a protraction and return of

| ‘The word iziro in the text, which is ren- 
dered voided with pain, is according to Εα- 
fius’s” opinion fubftituted for πέπονα fienifying 
cotta, and then eed big or rapanrdyas is under: 
ftood ; becaufe it cannot refer to urine con- 
cocted, but to that concoction which is Sudden 
and unexpected, and ‘is uhiverfally condemned 
by our author. Hence in Lib. 2. _ Epid. we | 
3 find ““ Τὰ δὲ κρίνοντα ἐπὶ τὸ Bearin, μὴ ἀντίκα ΠΑ ΣΕ 
“ata? critical fymptoms feould not appear 
fuddenly. ‘It is likewife the doGrine of Aphor. 
27, Lib. 2, that bad fymptoms which. take 
place contrary to ‘reafon are not much fo cabs 
dreaded, neither are thofe that unexpectedly 
prove favorable to be relied on, as they are

liable to fufpicion, The original is “' Ὅν 


Bo Pca λίην τὰ μοθχήρα γινόμενα παραλόγως" ἐδὲ τοῖσι μὴ 
κατα λόγον χεφίζουσιν δὲν πιστεύειν. Correfponding 
to this we find the following expreffion “ τὰ 
aroyws βαςτωνήσαντῶ Φιλυπόστροφα," confidered as 
the chief topic through the whole of the trea- 
tife περὶ κρισίων, de judicationibus, which means 
that fimptoms becoming eafier without any proba~ 
ble caufe generally return. In like manner, that 
urine to which πέπονα is applicable, without 
fuch an appearance taking place, either on 
critical days, or being attended with any con- 
fequent marks of a folution, is by no means to 
be confided in, as it announces a return of the 
difeafe ; for the apparent crifis is contrary to 
nature, whofe motions are at regular and fixed 
periods.

adjoined, as it feems to throw a greater light 
on the text, correfponds better with what fol- 
lows, and is more confiftent with the unfavor- 
able critical fymptoms mentioned in the two 
former Pror. than ἐπίπονα, which though Galen 
retains, yet he acknowledges the former is 
to be met with in ancient copies. ‘This opi- 
nion, of Foefius is likewife fupported by the 
following paflage in the Coac. Pren. viz. 
“"Ovne ἐξαίφνης παραλόγως ἐπ᾿ ολίγον πεπαινόμενῶ, 
Daca καὶ ὅλως τὸ παραλόγως πέπον ἐν oft, Prazupor.” 
which may be rendered thus, urine Juddenly 
and unexpectedly fomewhat concotted is an un- 
favorable fymptom: and upon the whole shat, 
‘which in an acute difeafe 1s concoéted contrary 
to reafon, indicates fomething bad. 'This part, 
therefore, of the Coac. Pren. is certainly meant 
by our author to correfpond with the Pror. 
under confideration, as we frequently meet 
with the fame fentiment expreffed in both, and 
one generally gives rife to the other. But the 
fequel of the fame quotation may lkewite be

adduced as a further proof, which as nearly as 
poflible correfponds with the text. In the

This explanation is alfo applicable to the for- 
mer, as may be feen from a comparifon of 
both. ‘Thus, then, the fimiliarity of expref- 
fion in the two, as well as other concomitatit 
circumftances, corroborates Foefius’s opinion 
of ἐπίπονα, in the text, being fubftituted for 
ἔξαίφνης OF παραλόγως πέπονα, and that the pre- 
ference is due to the laft, as it feems to convey 
a clearer meaning, harmonizes better with the 
fequel, and is confiftent with the untimely 
ctitical fymptoms in Pror. s7 and 58. The 
following member of the original text juft now 
quoted, and compared, with that of the Coac. 
Pran, though perhaps fomewhat difficult, 


yet 
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yet feems to convey the following fenfe, viz. 
that the urine is of a deep red colour, owing 
to a quantity of unconcotted blood mixed 
with it, which proceeds from great weaknefs 
of the kidneys and natural functions. There 
is, likewife, confpicuous in it a bilious mix- 
ture, which, from the internal heat at this 
time, being of a fiery hot nature, gives rife to 
thefe frothy bubbles denominated in the 
text, red, and of a dark bilious hue. The δι 
of thefe epithets is expreffed in the original by 
Zpevfpé, and in the Coac. Pran. by ἐξέρυθρον, both 
which have a familar fignification, with this 
difference only—that it 1s fomewhat aug- 
mented in the latter, from its being com- 
pounded with ἐξ: which, as was obferved in 
note §3, has generally this power. The word 
in the text correfponding to the laft is ἰώδεα, ex- 
prefled, in Latin, according to the beft com- 
mentators, by arusinofé, and may be. inter- 
preted of a rujty, dark, greenifb, yellow colour, 
which is not inapplicable to a bilicus ap-

here and in Pror. 21, Galen properly defines

following conclufion may be drawn, viz. that 
urine of the above defcription with thefe bub- 
bles juft now explained, as it indicates a viti- 
ated {tate of the blood arifing-from imbecility 
already pointed out; and denotes, likewife, 
great heat in the internal parts, by which the 
bile is peculiarly affected, is properly, in our 
text, denominated an unfavorable fymptom.

the ftomach, and confequently debilitate and 
weaken the patient. We find the fame fentiment 
differently exprefled in the 560th of the Coac. 
Pren. the words are “ o xara pinpa ταχέξις; 
ZUETOLy κακὸν," frequent vomitings, in fmall 
quantities, are bad. In this refpect, therefore, 
both agree; but in the firft, the epithet μετὰ 
ποικιλίας 18 applied to the vomiting, which, 
in the text, is interpreted variegated: in 
the latter the two words χολώδεες & ἄκρητοιγ 
bilious, and pure or unmixed. If we confider, 
then, that variegated and unmixed, applied 
to ἔμετοι mean vomitings of a different kind, 
the conclufion is, that, in this refpe@, the two 
do not agree. The laft may be faid to be 
attended with bad confequences on account of 
the great quantity of bile, which, by its acri- 
mony, tears the inteftines, and occafions a 
pain of the loins, fimilar to.that which takes 
place in bilious unmixed deje@tions. Hence, in 
the Coac. Pren. mentioned above ““ ὠλψγήμα 
éDéos” is infeparably connected with vomiting |

of this kind: and elfewhere in the Pror. we 
have the fame effect produced, “ ἐν χολώδεσι οἰκρή-:

The firft, viz. ἔμετοι pera ποικιλίας, variegated 
vomitings, are bad, partly from the pain which 
they occafion, as well as that they indicate a 
derivation from parts which ought not to 
fuffer.

The 38th of the Coac. Pren. appears evi- 
dently to be derived from this, as the fame 
idea is conveyed although differently exprefied, 
the ““ἀλυσμοὶ dudotvree” of the former corref pond- 
ING to ““ἀλυσμῷ evidpwos’ of the'latter. Cold, there- 
fore, under fuch circumftances:.as in the text,’ 
will undoubtedly prove hurtful, as it prevents 
a crifis taking place. But Foefius adds, that 
cold, on critical days, attended with reftleffnefs 
only, either with or without fweating, is de- 
firittive, efpecially as nature at this time is 
undergoing a change. His words are, ““ Sed ut 
perfrictio omnis, ac tnquies corporis, jattatio et 
incontinentia, five cum fudore, five fine fudore, con- 
tingant, malo funt, preecipue tanen judicium fub-

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eunte naturd perniciem intentant.” The latter 
part of the fentence is, rzgors, in fuch cafes, are 
Likewife unfavorable. It may be obferved here, 
that rigors in all acute difeafes are attended 
with very bad confequences; hence, in Pror. 
13, we have ““ piyos ἐπὶ τούτοσι κάκιστον," τούτοισι 
referring to Φρενιτικῦισι, They generally appear 
in the Ια ftage of the difeafe, and are a fatal 
fymptom: Correfponding to this, Pror. 19 
-eoncludes with the following expreflion: 
$ σχληρυσμὲς τυτέοσιν ὀλέθριον" This claufe, re- 
lating to rigor, is differently arranged in 
the Coac. Pren. We have already, in the be- 
ginning of this note, obferved the analogy 
between the Pror. under confideration, and 
the 38th of the Coac. But rigors in the former 
are omitted in the latter, and conftitute the 
beginning of the Coac. Pren, following, viz. 
39th, between which and the 62d of the

The adjective itfelf is 
not improperly rendered anxzofus, implacidus, 
or cum angore aut incontinenti corporis jactationes 
thefe, however, may be confidered, in fome ree

able with don, the original of the word; which 
implies faftidium, naufea, et moleflia anime, 
Foeius renders ὠλυσμῷ, in the preceding Pror. 
after the fame manner. Hence “ Ὁκίσα ὠλυσμῷ

fiftent with ἀλύω; which, befides other fignifi- 
cations, may be rendered anzmo ingquieto, anxio, 
et folicito fum.

‘The two terms in the text ἄγνοια & λήθη, 
are fienificantly | expreffed by Galen, as 
follows, ἐς χὸ μὴ γνωρίζειν τὰς συνήθεις, χαὶ τὸ μὴ 
μεμνῆσθαι τῶν πέπραγμένων:" 1Π6 former plainly fig- 
nifies, zot to know friends; and the latter, not to 
remember things ρα. When fuch take place, 
‘accompanied with rigor, it is evident that the 
mind is particularly ‘affected. Hence arifes 
the conclufion in the Pror, that they are unfa- 


vorable indications. 


LXV, Cold after rigcr, when heat cannot » 
again be excited, is a dangerous fymptom.

It is natural to imagine that warmth and 
fweats fhould fucceed rigor; for, fhould cold 
ΠῚ remain, it is a proof that the natural heat 
is becoming languid, and that an extinétion 
will foon follow. Hence arifes this expreffion of 
Galen “ ἐπὶ ῥίγει ψυγέντα μηκέτι ἀἐναθερμανθῆνοαι, πονηρόν," 
at 2s bad when one after rigor cannot be γοβογοά 
fo heat. Μὴ ἀναβερμαινόμεναι, rendered in the text, 
when heat cannot again be excited, agrees with 
the word καταψύξιες, and both may, in Latin, 
be exprefled as follows, -perfrictiones que non 
éalefunt, vel ad calorem non revocantur: colds 
which cannot be warmed, reftored, or recalled 
to beat. ‘Though the fenfe here is evi- 
dent, yet, I apprehend, the expreflion is 
fcarcely warranted in Englifh. We can, how- 
ever, in Greek ufe the following not impro- | 
perly, Viz. καταψύξιν αναθερμαίνειν ἢ vocwvre, to Warm 
either a cold, or a fick perfon: perfrittionem aut 
egrotantem in calorem revocare.

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LXVI. Itis a bad fymptom fhould perfons 
that {weat much after cold become very hot, 
moreover a painful heat in the fide and rigors 


fupervening are unfavorable indications, 


There is an evident allufion between this 
and the roth of the Coac. Pren. In the latter 
it is faid, that frequent fmall fweats fucceeded 
by rigor are highly dangerous, and that fuppu- 
ration attended with a fiux, appears towards — 
death. Inthe Pror. now under confideration 
there are undubitable marks of purulency, 
viz. the frequent fweats and febrile fymptoms 
that take places; to which, likewife, may be 
joined the.burning heat of the fide, attended 
with pein. Befides, it may be obferved that, in 
patients to whom thefe are applicable, a flux, 
generally, of the very worft kind enfues before 
death, which, by our author, in different parts 
of his works, is denominated, diaspora, ῥύσις, and 


κοιλίῃ 
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κοιλίη ὑγροτέρη. As the fymptoms, therefore, in 
the text are indicative of purulency and its 


confequences, they are juftly faid to. be un- 
_ favorable. 


LXVII. Rzgors attended with heat, are 
fomewhat dangerous: in fuch cafes, likewife, 
a burning heat in the face, with fweat, is a bad 
indication: moreover, cold in the pofterior 


parts excites convulfions. 


The word καυματώδεα in the original, ig in 
the Coac. Pran, καματώδεα, and in-fome copies 
κωματώδεα, Which joined with siya, will fignify 
rigors attended cither with fatigue, or fopor. 
As any of the three may happen, we cannot 
determine to which the preference is due; but 
fhould the laft take place, the confequence is 
certainly more than fomewbat dangerous: thts 
may be feen from the 35th Prov. which gives

out that rigors with forpor, indicate an aliena- 
tion of mind. Galen, in confirmation of the 
Ια claufe of our text, fays “1 yop ψύξις omxops 
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 LXVIII. Watchfulnefs, after frequent {mall 
{weats, attended with heat, is an unfavorable 


indication. 


The very fame idea is expreffed in the 
4ift of the Coac. Pren. It has already 
been obferved in note 42d of the Pror. that 
Pidpuvres, the fame as iPidpavres in the text, is 
expreflive of frequent imall {weats, which ge- 
nerally break out about the head; neck, and 
breaft; and are indicative of the greateft dan- 
ger: that fuch, likewife, are frequently men- 
tioned by our author as the never-failing con- 
comitants of pbhreazizs, terminating fatally; it 
may be added too that, on every occafion, they 
are condemned by Hippocrates, on account of 


their 
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their exhibiting undeniable proofs of great 
proftration of ftrength; and that nature is 
greatly exhaufted. Correfponding to this is 
the following obfervation of Foefius: “ ἐφίδρωσις 
Hippocrati multis modis damnatur, tum quod 
nature ex bumorum multitudine & copid ap- 
prefionem, tum quod virium imbecilitatem in 
dicet.”” Whenever they appear in fevers, they 
indicate their malignity. Hence in Pror. 74, 
we have the following expreffion: “ ἐφιδρῶντες 
oruperol κακοήθεες," febres tenuibus fudoribus maligne 
Jfunt. After what has been obferved, the con- 
clufion of the text furely will follow, viz. 
that watchings, after fweats of this kind, ate 
tended with great beat, are unfavorable. 


LXIX. After pains recurring in the loins, 
a diftortion of the eye is a bad fymptom. 


The fentiment contained in this Prer. 
meets

meets with little credit from Galen, as is evi- 
dent from his Commentary on the third book 
of the Epid. Inftead of ὀσφύος, which is inter 
preted /oius, fome copies have ὀῤρύος. This 
laft, Foefius fays, is erroneous; but if a diftor- 
tion of the eye follows from pain, it certainly 
is as natural that it fhould be the confequence 
of pain in the palpebra as in the /ims: nor do 
‘I fee for what reafon he prefers. ἴλλωσις to 
ἕνρλωσις: the former of which fignifies a diffor- 
tion, and the latter a rolling of the eye. Becaufe 
fhould either arife from pain, the one is .as 
likely to take place as the other, unlefs obfer= 
vation determines the refult more frequently 
to be a difortzon. 


LXX. A fixed pain in the breaft with 20. - 
por, is bad; perfons labouring under fuch, 
when feized with a burning hot fever, die 
very foon, 


Torpor 
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Torpor in all acute difeafes is a very unfa- 
vorable fymptom. It has been frequently ob- 
ferved that rigors, under certain circumftances, 
are dangerous, and bad indications. Vid. Bere 
66, 67, and 13; but, when attended with — 
torpor, the confequences are ftill aggravated, 
and an alienation of mind takes place. Vid. 
Pror.35. As torpor, therefore, heightens 
the difeafe, it muft neceflarily follow shat pain 
jixed in the breaft, with (μοῦ a conconutant 
will be unfavorable: and in perfons thus af- 

fected, we may naturally conclude, that ὦ 
burning hot fever will foon prove fatal. The 
fever mentioned in the text correfponds 
with that in fer. 2, Lib. 3, of the Epid. de- 
nominated, πῦρ, by our author, or is fimilar to 
that which, in er. g and 12 of the fame, is 
known by the name, πυρετὸς καυσώδης, ὀξύς, fe- 


bris ardens, acuta.

LXXI. Thofe who vomit black matter, that 
are averfe to food, delirious, have a flight. pain 
in the pubes, with fierce afpect, and fhut eyes, 
ought not to be purged, becaufe it is deftruc- 
tive. For the fame reafon it is improper to 
produce evacuation in thofe that are tumid, or 
troubled with dimnefs of fight and vertigo, 
like perfons fomewhat affected in mind; ‘or 
τοῖα who loathe food, and have loft their co- 
lour. In fuch, likewife, as are reduced by a. 


fever, if they are affected with /opor. 


_. The fubftance of this Pror. with a variety 
of other articles, is contained in one of our 
author's epiftles concerning beilebore ; where, 
among other things, he fays that motion is. 
proper after taking this purge; and chiefly re- 
commends failing: he obferves, likewife, that 
evacuation by vomiting is beft adapted where 
the patient is without fever, has an averfion to. 

L . food, 
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food, is troubled with a gnawing at the 
mouth of the ftomach, or with vertigo, and 
dimnefs of fight, when the mouth is bitter; 
and in all cafes of pain above the /eptum tran/~ 
verfum. But that evacuation downwards fhould 
be produced when formina take place without 
fever, attended with pain of the loins, a fenfa- 
tion of weight at the knees, ἃ difficult flow of 
the menfes, and wherever pains exift below 
the diaphragm. After this he proceeds to de- 
{cribe thofe that ought not to be purged; and,: 
previous to the obfervations in our text, he 
fays that evacuations. ares improper in the 
following cafes, viz. where the patients have 
left their colour, are hoarfe, affected in the 
fpleen, have little blood, are troubled with 
fighing, a dry cough, thirft, flatulency, with: 
tenfions.of the precordia, fides. and back, 
where the vifion is blunted; or any of the af- 
ter-mentioned’ circumftances.take place; fuch 
as founding of the ears, incontinence of urine, 
jaundice, weaknefS in the belly, an eruption:

of blood, or. tubercles.. He adds, however; 
that if at any time evacuation fhould appear 
proper, it ought to be produced by bellebore, 
operating upwards, and not downwards; but, 
in {uch cafes, it is better to prefcribe a regimen 
of diet, and afterwards follow, nearly, the 
identical words of the text: to which he fub- 
joins this obfervation—that the herb /e/amoz- 
des, agreeable to what was advanced on Prfan, 
well pounded in oxyme/and drank to the quan- 
tity of half a drachm,.purges upwards; and 
that the third part of the drink fhould confift 
of bellebore, which,’ in fore mieafure, prevents 
the tendency to ftrangulation. The expreffionw 
in the original is “ καὶ ἧσσον mips.” From alk 
which it is evident that our author, not only 
inthe cafés mentioned in the Pror. but in 
many others, difcountenances. evacuations; 
which, however, if neceflity urges, thould be 
produced upwards. Such as with further in= 
formation on this fubject, may infped that

LXXII. A pain at the mouth of the fto- 
mach, accompanied with great -tenfion of the 
precordia, and pain of the head,. indicates. 
fomething very bad, and: fome affection of the 
breathing: in fuch cafes do patients die fud-' 
denly, like Dyfodes, whofe urine was very red? 


_ [tas natural to. imagine that the breathing 
will be affected from a tightnefs of the pre- 
cordia; and, fhould the other fymptoms be 
united with this tenfion in a very ftrong de- 
gree, the confequences are undoubtedly much; 
to be dreaded. In the cafe of Dyfodes, men-. 
tioned in the text, there appear to have been. 
evident figns of - inflammation, which are 
ftrikingly exprefied both by the exaggerating 
adverb βιαίως, fignifying véolently, and the pre- 
pofition 
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pofition ἐξ, being joined to dupe, the force of 
which is an increafe of the fignification. Vid. 
notes 53 and 59. In fuch cafes, therefore, 
as in that juft now-exhibited, where the in- 
flammatory fymptoms arife fuddenly to a very 
great height, a period will probably foon be 
put to life. aes 


~LXXIIT. Pain of the neck is a bad fymp- 
tom in all fevers, efpecially fhould mania be 
dreaded. 


It was formerly obferved, on note 38, that 
ἐλπίς might be explained Lope or fear, accord- 
| ing to the fenfe of the fubjeQ; hence the con- 
cluding phrafe in the text, ἐκμανῆναι ἐλπὶς, vehe= 
mentem infantam metuimus, Should the ex- 
pectation, however, be raifed high with hopes 
that the patient will do well, we may then, 
with the utmoft propriety, ufe the fame word 
ἐλπὶς. |

LXXIV. Fevers attended with /opor, \afhi- 


tude, dimnefs of fight, watchings, and {mall 
{weats, are of a malignant kind. 


From the enumeration of {ymptoms here, 
it would appear that the fevers alluded to 
will be apt to terminate in phrenitis or mania. 
This is evident from Prer. 27, where it is {aid 
that reftlef{nefs in fever, attended with fmall 
fweats of the fuperior parts, indicate pbrenttis. 
The words expreffive of fuch fymptoms in 
the text are xomddees & ἐφιδρῶντες; the latter of 
which has been explained fully both in note 
42,and 68, The former is indicative of that 
laffitude, refilef[nefs, or tofing of the body 
which, in χοῦ. 27, is expreffed by δυσφορίᾳι, 
‘where, befides their indicating phrenitzs, they 
are faid to be highly pernicious. The term 
χωματώδεις, attended with fopor, is fynonymous 
to καρώδεες, which implies a ftate out of which 
it is difficult 10 de roufed, or a weight of the 

head 
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head inducing /opor. Vid. note 63. It. is 
there, likewife, pointed out to be attended 
with the wortft confequences, from the autho- 
rities of the 31ft and 178th of the Coac. Pren, 
Hence “ τό καρῶδες κάκιστον" in the former; and 
τς τό χαρῶδες ravraxs κακόν inthe latter. ᾿Αχλνώδεες 
and ἄγρυπνοι in the original, which mean attended 
with dimnefs of fight, and watchings, are, like- 
wife, bad fymptoms. We meet with the firft of 
thefe in the end of Pror. 46: ““ ἀχλνῶδες κακόν," 
which fignifies that dimne/s, or a cloud, as it 
were, before the eye, portends fomething bad; 
and the laft, with the word expreflive of /a/- 
fitude, explained. above, and fome others, is 
mentioned in Pror. 38, as an indication of a 
violent affeGtion of mind: hence the phrafe 
ἐλπίς ἐχστῆναι, vebemens mentis emotio metuenda. 
From the terms, therefore, thus explained, it 
is evident that fevers attended with fuch fymp- 
toms muft neceflarily be of a very bad kind, 
according to the doctrine of our text; efpeci-

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ally as plrvnitis, or fome violent affection of 


mind, is to be dreaded as the confequence. — 


LXXV. Frequent fhiverings, arifing from 
coldnefs of the back, with fudden intermif- 
fions, and. extremely troublefome, indicate a 


painful fuppreffion of urine. 


The word which is rendered fuppreffion 
has already been explained in note 51, to 
which the reader is referred. It has likewife 
been obferved, in the fame place, that ftop- 
pages of urine, arifing from whatever caufe, 
muft be attended with bad effects; as it is 
prefumed a greater or lefs degree of inflam- 
mation is inferred. The fuppreffion, however, 
under confideration is faid to be the confe- 
quence of frequent fenfations of cold on the back, 
with fudden intermiffions, ‘The words expref- 
five of thefe changes are ὀξίως μεταπίπτεσαι, cor- 


re{ponding 
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refponding with ταχὺ μεταπίπτοντα in Pror. 43; 
or with πυκνὸ μεταπίπτοντα and πυχνά μεταπίπτειν In 
Pror. 28 and 12. The two laft relate to 
phrenitis, where it is faid that fudden changes 
either forebode convulfions, or are attended 
with bad confequences, The firft refers to the 
extremities, and the effect, according to our 
author, 15 defrucizve. As therefore it appears 
not only from thefe pafiages, but many others, 
that changes of this kind are unfavorable, it 
will naturally follow that a fuppreffion of 
urine, ariing from fuch fhiverings as men- 
tioned in the text, will be aggravated and 
painful, when they recur, frequently, and are 
attended with great uncafinefs. 


LXXVI. Anxiety and reftleffnefs, 1f an ex 
acerbation takes place without vomiting, are 


bad indications, 


On a former occafion, the analogy between

ἄλυσμος and ἀσώδης has been obferved; the former 
of which implies anxiety with refilefinefs : 
hence arife difguft. and naufea, which are, 
likewife, not inapplicable to the latter ; but a 
more full explanation may be obtained of thefe 
two words in note 62 of the Pror. and 6th of 
the Prog. Galen fays that ἀσώδες in the text 
means αἰ τ} and naufea in two ways, either 
as it indicates an oppreflion of body from the 
weight and fuperabundance of humours, fo 
that it cannot remain in one fituation, or as 
it denotes that the mouth of the ftomach is 
iritated on account of their acrimony, Pa- 
tients, however, fo denominated from one or 
both of thefe, and who are not relieved by vo- 
miting, when an exacerbation takes place, 
may, according to the text, be faid to labour 
under a difagreeable fituation. The fame 
fentiment is exprefled in the 557th of the 
Coac. Pren. with the addition of the following

words: καὶ Ob Ὁπαρασσύμιενο, ἀνεμέτως,., Which 


may 
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may be interpreted, thofe likewife who- are 
much haraffed without vomiting. 


LXXVII. Cold over the body, attended 
with rigidity, is a deftructive fymptom. 


This fentiment is. repeated in the 3d of 
the Coac. Pren. and is partly analogous to the 
65th Pror. where it is faid that cold after 
rigor, when heat cannot again be excited, 
is a dangerous {ymptom. 'The cold, however, 
in the text differs from that juft now men 
tioned, as it is fuppofed to be attended with 
rigidity, which generally proves de/fruétve, 
Hence Pror. 19 concludes with thefe words: 
© σκληροσμὸς τουτέοισιν ὀλέθριον; which imply that 
rigidity, in {uch cafes as thofe abovementioned, 
15 pernicious. ‘This ftate of rigidity, for the 
moift part, takes place a fhort time before 

death;

death: hence our author, generally mentions 


it as attended with fatal ‘confequences. 


ΤΥ ΧΥΨΗ͂Ι, If thin dejeions pafs through 
the body without a confcioufnefs of fuch, as. 
happens fometimes in affections of the liver, 
it is ἃ bad fympt6m, Where no alienation of 
mind has yet taken place, | 


The words “ μύ ἀισθανομένῳ" in the text, are 
applicable to the patient, but whether they 
mean without fen/ation altogether, and confe- 
quently that the faces pafs off involuntarily; 
the patient having no recolleGtion thereof, or 
imply’ enly a deprivation of it ἴῃ a certain 
degree, while a confcioufnefs of ‘the deed 
fill remains, we are at a lofs to determine pre- 
cifely. Should the firft acceptation be re- 
ceived, it certainly indicates an approaching 
delirium, if 1t does not already exift. This af-

fertion may be afcertained from different paf- 
fages of Hippocrates. In the 4g5th of the 
Coac Pren. where he fpeaks of flatulency, 
the following words conclude the fentence: 
“ς σημάνει πονηρὸν καὶ παραφροσύνην, ἢν μὴ ἑκὼν sera, 
ποιζηται τὴν ἄφεσιν τῆς φύσης," which fignify that. 
delirium and famething de efructive are indi=. 
cated, if the patient emits it involuntarily. 

Again in the beginning of Pror. 29, we mect 
with this expreflion, °° τὰ ὀρύμενα μὴ ὑπομνησάντων 
ὀλέθρια," urine voided by perfons that have no 
recollection of fo doing, portends deftruétion. 
A firiking proof of this. we have in Afgr. 4. 
Lib. 1, Epid. where the wife of Pdilinus in 
"ἢ bafus, after childbirth, is reprefented to have 
been feized with a violent fever on the four- 
teenth day. Befides the other aggravated 
fymptoms through the courfe of the difeafe, 
fhe is faid, between the eleventh and four- 
teenth days, to have voided a great quantity of 
thick, white urine, refembling that which has 
been ftirred up after ftanding in the pot for a 
|  confiderable 
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éonfiderable time. During which period it is 
added that fhe was feldom able to attend to 
the admonitions of her friends. The expref- 
fion in the original is “ ὀλιγώκις cvapipunoxdvria,” 
which implies that the by-ftanders were feldom 
able to recall to her mind, or make her recollect. 
We fee, likewife, that through the whole of 
the difeafe, delirium generally prevailed, and 
the event was fatal. From thefe obfervations, 
therefore, we may draw the following conclu- 
fion, viz. that evacuations of whatever nature 
‘taking place, without any fenfation, involun- 
tarily, and without the recolleétion of the pa- 
tient, indicate either a delirium faft approach- 
ing, or its prefent exiftence: hence the infer- 
ence of thetext, it is a bad fymptom. In the 
cafe, however, now under confidération, the 
patient is f{uppofed not yet to have experienced 
an alienation of mind; here then arifes a doubt 
whether or not the phrafe, ‘ax αἰισθανομὲνω," may 
be taken in the abfolute fénfe in which it has 
3 been above confidered, or as implying, only, a 
pact acits deprivation

deprivation of fenfation in a certain degree: 
Foefius renders it by the words “ ab/gue: mor» 
dacitatis fenfu:” and Galen, likewife, confiders 
it as expreflive of the fame idea; which im- 
plies shat the faces pafs through the body 
without a fenfation of acrimony or soar pnefs. 
It is evident, however, from the cafe in the 
text, that this ought not to happen, as it indi- 
cates fenfation to be greatly injured, and 
threatens a ftate of infenfibility infeparably 
connected with delirium, and its confequences, 
In whatever view, therefore, the words are 
confidered, we may conclude, shat, if delirium. 
does not really exift, it will fooner or later take 
place, when the evacuations are fuch as de~ 
Seribed. Hence they are juftly, in the original, 
denominated a bad fymptom, though not yet 


attended with an ‘alienation of mind.

It has already been obferved in Prov. 10, | 
that vomitings of a dark, bilious colour, 
accompanied with watching, &c. produce 
fudden mania. lence we infer that they 
are unfavorable. The deftru@ive fymptom 
added, is omitted in the 558th, of the Coac. 
Pren, which feems to correfpond with this 
Pror. but whenever fuch a dripping appears, 
it is generally condemned by our author. 
Hence in the Coac. Pren. ““στάξις ἀπὸ ῥινῶν 
euros, κακόν," and Foefius AUER ““ orakis,” apud 
Hippocr. pluribus in locis damnatur, idque 
pracipue fi die critico contingit.”  Arzteus, 
however, in Cap. το. Lib. 1. of the caufes and 
fymptoms of acute difeafes, has the following 
words, 6 ἥν δὲ ἐπὶ τὸ ἀγαθὸν τράπηται, οἱιμοῤῥαγίη dios 
ῥινῶν λάβρως, eure ob το λύεται ἡ νῦυσος. This paflage 
refers to pleurify, and may be explained

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as follows: ‘* but when it affumes a milder and 
more favorable appearance, there 1s a profife 
hemorrhage from the noftrils, and the difeafe 
has a fudden crifis”’? Wence we fee the 
difference between a:possayin, ὃς στάξις, the for- 
‘mer being attended with a favorable, and the 
latter with a contrary effect; but Galen ob- 
ferves, when fpeaking of critical fymptoms, 
that fuch a. profufe hemorrhage feldom takes 


place. bu. 


LXXX. Thofe women, who, after child- 
birth, have a ftoppage of white purgations 
attended with fever, deafnefs, and an acute 
pain of the fide, are feized with a violent

The verb itfelf, be- 
fides the more common interpretations, colloco, 
juxta, appono, and preficio, in an aéiive fenfe, 
will likewife imply reprimo, coerceo, &c. hence 
the idea in the paflage before us. It is na- 
tural to imagine that fuch a ftoppage will be 
attended with fever, as is reprefented in the 
original, and other concomitant fymptoms. 
Thefe are faid to be deafne/s, and an acute 
pain of the fide; the former of which, as 
may be feen from Pror. 33, when it. takes 
place in acute difeafes, ¢hreatens deftruction, 
““κωφωσις ἐν ὀξέσι, ὅζο. κακὸν." The illuftration of 
this is given in note 33; where it is fhewn 
that deafne/s in fuch cafes is attended with an 
increafe of febrile fymptoms. It is, therefore, 
conformable to reafon that a violent affection 
of mind may enfue on fuch an acca/ie ton, εἰρε- 
cially when other deftruGtive indications are

accompanied with an acute pain of the fide. 
The fame fentiment is expreffed in the 525th 
of the Coac. Pren. with this difference only, 
Of ἐπιστάντα being changed into the genitive

LXXXI. In burning, hot fevers, attended 
with a flight fenfation of cold on the furface 
of the body, and frequent watery dejections, a 
diftortion of the eyes is a bad fymptom, efpe- 
cially if the patient labours under a heavy

“The fymptoms juft enumerated, it is pre- 
fumed, may be accounted for from the flight 
cold on the furface of the whole body forcing 
the matter inwardly, or in fome degree affect- 
ing its motion, fo that the belly is difturbed 
and irritated by the frequent crude, liquid,

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acrid, bilious dejections ; and fhould ἃ quan- 
tity of this frigid matter. be carried to the 
head, and fettle there, the eyes become: dz/- 
torted, and the patients are feized with, cafo- 
chus, or a heavy /fupor, which, in Latin, is 
called coma fomolentum ; this is a very danger- 
ous fymptom unlefs a crifis foon takes place. 
In Aigr. 11. Lib, 3. Epid. we have an account 
ofa woman, in Thafus, being {eized with a 
fever of this kind: it is faid that on the firft 
day, towards night, fhe was loquacious, ‘de- 
fponding, and-timid ; in the morning ftrong 
convulfions took place, which were fucceeded 
by delirium, ob{cenity of fpeech, and violent, , 
continual pains. On the fecond day there was 

a repetition of the fame, with want of fleep, 
and an increafe of the fever; on the third, the 
convulfions left her, but coma and heavy fiupor 
enfued, out. of which fhe awaked again, was 
ungovernable, delirious, and the fever acute. 
At night fhe hada profufe warm {weat over 
the whole of her body, was free from fever, 
flept,

flept, returned to her fenfes, and a crifis took 
place. The convulfions mentioned, Galen 
and Foefius are of opinion, arofe from a fuper- 
abundance: of humour ‘in the brain, and its 
afflux upon the nerves, as may be feen from 
the commentary of the one, and the notes of 
the other, on this cafe. The coma and flupor 
were the natural confequences of thefe, and, 
according to the text, are bad fymptoms; 
which, it is more than probable, would have 
returned and proved fatal, had not the crifis 


above taken place. 


LXXXII. Sudden apopleic ftrokes are de- 
ftructive to one labouring under a moderate, 
flow fever, as in the cafe of Nwmenzus’s fon. |

Apoplexy is known δύ the names attonztus 
morbus, fyderatio, and flupor attonitus. This 
difeafe is ranked by Dr. Cullen in the clafs 

Μ.3 neurofes, 
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neurofes, and the order comata. He alfo takes 
notice of nine fpecies, befides thofe inftances 
in which it is fymptomatic, viz. ft. Apoplexia 
Janguinea, with figns of an univerfal plethora, 
and chiefly of fulnefsinthehead. 2d. Serofa, 
which generally takes place in aged perfons. 
3d. Hydrocephalica, 4th. Atrabilaria, ob- 
ferved in perfons difpofed to melancholy. 
oth. Traumatica, when the head is injured by 
violent external violence. 6th. Venenata, from 
poifonous matters, either externally or inter- 
nally, 7th. Mentalis, from paffions of the 
mind. 8th, Cataleptica, in which the refpi- 
ration is not ftertorous, and the limbs give way 
to external force applied. gth. Suffocata, 
which happens in cales of hanging and 
drowning. He defines the difeafe to be az 
abolition, in fome degree, of the whole of the 
external and internal fenfes, and the volun- 
tary motions; while refpiration and the adtion 
of the beart continue to be performed. ‘The 
remote caufeis a plethora, the occafional caufes 

arg 
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are various ; the proximate is, in general, ac- 
cording to Dr. Cullen, whatever interrupts the 
motion of the nervous power, whether from 
or to the brain. This motion, he thinks, in 
apoplexies from internal caufes, is interrupted 
by fome comprefion on the origin of the nerves, 
which compreffion 1s occafioned by an actu- 
mulation of blood in the vetns of the head. 
In thofe from external caufes, the motion of 
the nervous power is interrupted by direétly 
deftroying its mobility, as when mepbitic air, 
Jumes from charcoal, δε, are admitted to the 
nerves. The following conclufion, therefore, 
‘may be drawn, viz. that fudden apopleétic fits 
are defiructive, whether arifing from internal or 
external caufes, tnafmuch as the motion of the 
nervous power, fo effential to life, is thereby 
interrupted, whether from or to the brain ; 
but the conclufion ftill acquires force, if apo- 
plexy, as is the cafe fuppofed in the text, hap- 
pens to be united with fever. The words 
λεχυμένως & χρονίως fignify moderate & chronice, 

M 4 ; which 
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which are applied to the fever, and are fet in 
oppofition to ὀξέως δὲ θερμῶς. The former, how- 
ever, are frequently joined to ἀποπληχτικά, and 
then they imply moderation in the apopledtic 
fits, but the firft application is approved of by 
Galen. 


LXXXIII. Pains recurring from the loins 
to the mouth of the ftomach, attended with 
feyer, fhiverings, a vomiting of thin, watery 
fubftance, in confiderable quantity, delirium, 
and a failure of voice, terminate in black vo- 
miting, 


This fentiment is exprefled with greater 
fimplicity in the 108th of the Coac. Pren, 
which may be explained in the following 
manner, viz. ‘* Pazns about the loins and infe- 
rior parts, attended with fever, are defiruétive, 
af, on leaving thefe parts, they ferze the feptum 
tranfverfum, efpecially fhould there be prefent 


any 
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any other dangerous fymptom.” ‘Thus far is the 
Pren. jut now quoted applicable to the text; 
becaufe the fymptoms there enumerated are 
juftly denominated dangerous. In the latter part, 
however, of the fame Pref. it is added, ‘‘ but 
if the other indications are not bad, there 1s dan- 
ger of a fuppuration taking place. ence 
thefe words, in Lib. 2, in cap. 7, of Celfus: 
“ δὴ 4 coxis, et ab inferioribus partibus dolor in 
pectus tranfit, neque ulium fignum malum acceffit, 
Jfuppurationis eo loco periculum ef.” The word 
in the original correfponding to periculum, 
danger, iS ἐλπίς, which may be taken either in 
a good or bad fenfe according to the fubject. 
Vid. notes 38 and 73, 


LXXXIV. When the eye is clofely fhut in 


acute difeafes, it is an unfavorable fymptom. 


This has already been taken notice of in 
Pror.71, where, among the enumeration of 


bad

bad fymptoms, we have ““ ὄμμα κεκλεισμένον." 
It is one of thofe, according to our author, - 
which forbid evacuations; becaufe he adds, 
they are attended with danger. Fecefius, in 
his explanation of this fymptom, has added 
the word perfraétio, which, when applied to 
the eye, will fignify a ftiffnefs and ob/tinacy. 
‘The reafon. he affigns is, becaufe κατακεκλασ- 
μένες has a place, with the phrafe above, among 
the unfavorable indications enumerated in the 
Pror. already quoted. In the note on Pror. 
71, it was obferved that the fubftance’ of the 
Pror. itfelf was taken from that epiftle of our. 
author to Democritus concerning bhellebore; 
we find, however, that the phrafe in this 
epiftle, correfponding to ““ ὅμματος κατάκλεισις," 
ocult obferatio, of our text, or the “ὄμμα κε- 
χλεισμένον" Of Pror. 71, 15. ““ ὕμμα κεκλιμένον," Which 
does not, like the others, imply that the eye 
is clofely fhut, or locked, but that it inclines 
downwards obliquely, and may, in Latin, be 


rendered oculus oblique deflexus. Either of 
the 
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the two in acute difeafes is generally reckoned 
a deadly fymptom. 


LXXXV. Whether or not, in perfons that 
are reftlefs and anxious without vomiting, and 
afflicted with pain of the loins, if a furious 
emotion of mind enfues, are we to expect 
that black evacuations downwards will take 


place? 


The firft fymptom mentioned is refflefnefs 
and anxiety without vomiting, which has al- 
ready been condemned in Pror. 76; the next 
is likewife accounted unfavorable; hence in 
the 318th of the Coac. Pren, are the follow- 
ing words: ‘* ὅισιν daQvos ἄλγημα, ὅυτοι κακοί, ἢ 
thofe that have pains in the loins are difagrees 
ably fituated. But it is fuppofed in the text, 
that thefe are united with a ferocity of mind, 
which, in the 8 sth of the Coac. is faid to in-

dicate convulfions: hence, “‘ σπασμὲς δὲ προσηραΐς 
wow, and wherever, in acute difeales, convulfions 
take place, we may expect catochus, or a heavy 
Μηροῦ to follow. . Correfponding to this is the 
1o4th ob the. Cogcwviz uisierd ποροξυνόμενα τρύπου 
σπασμώδεα, xéroxa; which means, that exacer- 
bations, attended with convulfions, induce 
catochus.. In affeGtions of the mind, how- 
ever, where catochus is induced, black vomit- 
ing is frequently a confequence: hence in 
the 103d of the Coac. we have ‘ros ποι- 
κίλως διανοσίεσι καὶ παρακχρδουσι» πυκνὰ κωματώδεσι. 
προσδέχεσθαι λέγε μέλανα tuerov; which may, De ex=- 
plained as follows: ‘‘ chat Slack vomiting is 
to be expeéted in perfons varioufly afflicted and 
affected in mind, if a heavy frequent fiupor takes 
places”. ‘Though thefe fymptoms fo far agree 
with the text, efpecially as we have endea- 
voured to. prove that fuch a violent emotion of © 
mind is attended with convulfions and heavy 
Stupor, yet the effect is not fimilar; for, in 
the Pror. under confideration, the patients are

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fuppofed to be without vomiting: but, furely, 
if dlack vomiting enfues\in one cafe; .it-may 
be, concluded. that. an. interruption. of | it 
in, the other. -will terminate in Glack evatu- 
ations downwards; and thisus the more to be 
expected as the fymptoms:.in' the text, viz. 
refilefinefiand .anxiety,.naufea without vomits 
ing, and paiz of the. loins, feem to originate 
froma, great .quantity οὐ various, unequal 
matter. prefling upon the veins, which, if not — 
evacuated by; vomiting, will probably be car- 
tied off by βου, fs.

᾿ It was formerly obferved, in that part of the 
-Prognoftics which treats of angina, that it was 
mott to be dreaded, and very fuddenly proved 


I mortal, 
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mortal, when nothing appeared either in the 
᾿ throat or neck, but there was great pain and 
difficulty of breathing in an erect pofture; be- 
caufe fuffocation generally followed either on 
the fir/t, fecond, third, or fourth day. It was 
likewife added, that deftru€tion was equally 
certain where a pain fimilar in other refpedts 
was excited, and a tumour and rednefs occa- 
fioned in the fauces; but that fuch were of 
longer duration than the former if the rednefs 
was confiderable. A third fpecies, however, 
was faid to be protracted for a longer period, 
in which a rednefs took place both in the 
fauces and neck: in this the patients generally 
efcaped, if the rednefs was diffufed over the 
breaft, and the ery/pelas did not return in- 
wardly: but fhould it difappear, not on cri- 
tical days, nor the {welling be converted out- 
wardly, and if the patient did not bring up 
pus by coughing, but feemed eafy without 
any fenfation of pain, then it was added, that 
all thefe fymptoms indicated death or ἃ retro- 


ceftion 
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ceffion of the rednefs. [ἐ is evident that the 
firft {pecies more properly belongs to our 
text, as it is defcribed to be without any ap- 
pearance either in the fauces or neck, to be 
attended with great parm and difficulty of 
breathing. Hence fpeedy deftruction follows 
from fuffocation taking place either on the 
firft, fecond, third, or fourth day. The 
other two are fubjoined, in order that the 
reader may have a conception of them. with- 


out having recourfe to the Proguoffics. 


_ LXXXVIIL. Thofe perfons, whofe refpira- 
tion and voice indicate fuffocation, have the 
vertebre of their neck funk inwardly, and the 
breathing towards their diffolution refembles 
that of one convulfed.

Galen, bat is likewife explained at great length 
by Feefius, in his annotations on the laft part 
of the fecond fection of Lib. 2. Epid:: where 
‘this very Pror. is quoted.» Hippocrates, in’ the 
place alladed to, fpeaks of an unufual kind 
of angina, arifing from an inchndtion or per- 
verfion Of the-vertebr@ belonging to the neck. 
His’ words are, oF δὲ ray seuvary iain τὸ ᾿παθήμοϊα 
THs τῷ τραχήλε Ob σπόνδυλοι ἔσω ἔῤῥεπον, τοῖσι μὲν πλέον, 
τοῖσι δὲ πέλας; καὶ ἔξωθεν δὲ δῆλος ἔγκοιλον ἔχων ὁ τράχηλός, 
καὶ ἤλγει ταύτῃ ψανόμενος," which will admit of 
the following explanation, viz. the affec- 
tions of thofe labouring under cynanche, or 
angina, were of this nature; the vertebrae of 
the neth inclined inwards, fome very much, 
others in a lefs degree, and the neck, being 
touched in that part where it manifefted an 
external cavity, was pained. It is evident 
that the very fame difeafe is meant in the text, 
and that the phrafe “© ὃ σπόνδυλος ἐγκά υταν σοί - 
refponds with that in the above quotation.

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The caufe affigned is an inflammation of the 7 
mu({cles of the Jarynx: hence the nerves and 
ligaments of the cervical vertebre are ftretched, 
which give them an inward direétion, and 
the neck is bent backwards ‘This kind of 
angina our author in many places fays is 
highly dangerous: to this he alludes in the 
34th Aphor. Lib. 4. which runs thus, “‘ ἢν ὑπὸ 
πυρετὰ ἐχομένῳ ὀιδήματος μὴ ἐόντος ἐν τῇ φάρυγγι πνὶξ ease 
ᾧνης ἐπιστῇ, θανάσιμον." If in the cafe of fever, 
when there 1s no tumour in the fauces, fudden 
frrangulation takes place, it is deadly: and the 
35th immediately following is {till more direct 
to the point, viz, “¢ av ὑπὸ πυρετῳ ἐχομένῳ ὁ τράχηλος 
ἐξαίφνης ἐπιστραφῇ, καὶ μόλις καταπίνειν δύνηται, ὀιδήμιοτος 
μὴ ἰόντος ἐν τῷ τράχηλῳ, θανάσιμον," which may be ex- 
plained as follows: “10 im fever the neck ἴς 
Suddenly perverted, and the patient can fearcely 
Jwallow, while there is no tumour, it is ὦ 
deadly fymptom.”

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“the difeafe is pointed out in thefe words, 
“ σπονδύλε τὰ κατὰ τό ἰνίον How doves,” meaning an 
inward impulfion of the vertebra at the occiput.” 
From all thefe proofs it is evident that the /ud- 
den fuffocation, as well as the perverfion of the 
neck, and impeded deglutition, arife froma de- 


preflion iwardly of the cervical vertebra, 
which frequently proves fatal. In fuch cafes, 
likewife, it may be afferted, agreeable to our 
text, that the breathing of the patients, towards 
diffolution, will refemble that of one  con- 
vulfed. In the paffage formerly quoted of the 
Epid. the adverb ἔξωθεν, extrinfecus, is in- 
ferted inftead of ἔσωθεν, zmtrinfecus, becaufe it 
appeared more natural that the cavity, from 
the ixclination and prefure of the vertebra 
inwardly, fhould be external than internal. 
Galen likewife adopts the former. Such as 
would with further information on this {pecies 
‘of angina, (which Foefius fays is altogether 
omitted by the more modern writers) may in- 
fpect Galen’s comment. on the Pror. under

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confideration, likewife on Aphor. 34, Lib, 4, 
&c. and Feefius’s notes on that part of Lib. 2. 
Epid. already pointed out., Nor has Celfus 
paffed it over in filence, as is evident ‘from 
thefe words, “vertebrarum que in {pind funt 
inclinationes,” Cap. 1, Lib. 2, where he cer- 
tainly means that fpecies of angina arifing 
from an inward inclination and compreffion of 


the vertebra. -

The phrafe ““ κοιλίης cmoxchapmévnss” rendered 
cofitvenefs, is fufficiently explained in note 
41, of the Pror. where the idea conveyed by 
the participle is not only clearly pointed out,

but likewife the fynonymous words ufed by 
Frotianusand Galen. It is natural te imagine 
that the patients may become fomewhat florid; 
when the fymptoms in the text are accom= 
panied with an entire ftoppage of evacuation 
from the belly, becaufe the blood may be in 
a great meéafure deterrnined to the head. . The 
other confequence mentioned is, in the origi- 
nal, exprefled by ‘‘ émoforowidees,” which implies 
that they are afftcled in a manner fimilar to 
ibofe labouring under ὀπισθότονος; ἃ particular 
fpecies of convulfion, beautifully defcribed by 
Areteus, in his 6th chapter of Lib, 1, on the 
-caufes and fymptoms of acute difeafes, the 
fubject of which is Tetanus. This difeafe he 
divides into three different {pecies, as is evident 
from the following paflage, “ ἰδέαι δὲ τῆς συνολκῆς 
Lacs apts, ἐσ ἐυθύ, ἐσ τὸ κατόπιν, ἐσ τὸ ἔμπροσθεν, which — 
sntans that there are three different fpecies of 
this convuifion 3 the firjt 1s, when the body 1s 
extenaed in a firaight line; the fecond, when 
Pt is bent backward; and the third, when 


curved 
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curved forward, That denominated ἐσ τὸ κατό- 
miv, ΟΥὀπισθότονος, applies to our text, and indi- 
cates that the nerves on the back parts are 
chiefly affected; when this happens, the pa- 
tient, according to Aretzus, is bent back- 
wards, fo that his head reflected 1s placed be- 
tween the /capule, his throat ftands out, and 
the inferior jaw, for the moft part, is feparated, 
and feldom unites with the upper; his breath- 
ing is deep, attended with ftartings; his belly and 
thorax prominent, with incontinence of urine; 
the abdomen tenfe, and, when beat upon, re- 
founds; the hands when extended are twifted 
backward; on the contrary, the legs and hams 
are curved in an oppofite direction: thefe-are 
the concomitant fymptoms of ὀπισθύτονος, which, 
in the Pror. under confideration, is faid to be 
a confequence in perfons affected with pain of 
the bead, dehrium and heavy ftupor, attended 
with an interception of the belly, and a fierce 
Jook.

one labouring under a fever, and having a fene 
fation of laffituce, accompanied with diftortion 
of the eyes. Heavy /opor too, in fuch ¢afes, 


is a bad indication. 


The fymptoms here enumerated as concos 
mitants of fever have formerly been confi- 
dered unfavorable, Κοπιώδει, when applied to 
a perfon, is ‘expreflive of that refflef{ne/s or 
tofing of the body which ecliewhere is figni- 
fied by ϑυσφορία. Vid. note 74 of the Pror, 
The phrafe “" ὀμματῶν diarrpo” is fynonymous 
to “ὀφθαλμῶν idrwos” in Pror, 81, and may be 
rendered either a perverfion or dijtortion of the — 
eyes. It is in the fame place faid to be σημέιον 
κακὸν, @ bad fymptom,; and the word above, 
when joined with fever, is one of thofe which 
indicates it to be of a malignant kind. Vid, 
Pror. 74, Should rzgor, theretore, tupervene 

in 
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in fever attended with /afitude, and a perver- 
fion of the eyes, which are defcribed as bad 
fymptoms, it muft neceflarily be confidered as 
defiruciive. But the affertion in the text will 
ftill appear in a ftronger point of view, when 
it is evident that our author generally men- 
tions it among the laft fatal fymptoms in acute 
difeafes, and that it is diftinguifhed by the 
epithet ὀλέθριον; or κάκιστο, Hence in the end 
of Pror. το ff σκληρυσμὸς τετέιοσιν ὀλέθριον," 7101- 
dity in {μοῦ cafes is deftruéhive. And in Pror. 
13 the concluding words are ‘‘ piyos ἐπὶ τούτοισι 
καίκιστον,᾽᾿ rigor in {μοῦ cafes 15 attended with 
very bad confequences. It is moreover added, 
that coma or fopor taking place in conjunction 
with. thefe fymptoms is wafavorable: this has 
already been obferved as a bad indication in 
fever. Vid. Pror. 71 and 74, The analogy 
between the terms ““ κωματώδεες & καρώδεες᾽᾽ has 
been pointed out in note 74; where it was 
faid that they were fynonymous. ‘The latter, 
however, it may be obferved, generally im-

words κωματώδης, καρώδης, & κάταχος, fo frequently 
ufed by our author, are all indicative of apo- 
plexy, though perhaps in different gradations, 
Coma is a Jefs violent degree of apoplexy, in 
Which the lof of fenfation is not fo confider- 
able ; caros is a higher fpecies of coma; while 
cato.bus may be confidered as more violent 
than either of the other two. But if, we at- 
tend to authors, this diftinction is not always 
determinate; for Galen, in his Method. Med, 
Lib. xii. calls:caros by the appellation catoche: 
and again Hippocrates calls both catoche, or 
catochus and caros, by apbonia. From one, 
therefore, being fubftituted for the other, or 
the fame appellation affixed to both, it is im- 
poflible to afcertain minutely their different 
degrees, As a corroboration of this, it may 
be added, that all three are known by the 
term coma fomnolentum, “Acnce we infer that 
authors have not fo marked the difference that 
it can be pronounced upon with certainty.

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One thing, however, is deducible—that, a8 
they are all indicative of apoplexy, an aboli< 
tion in fome degree, of the whole of the ex- 
ternal and internal fenfes, and the voluntary 
motions, takes place, though refpiration, and 
the aGion of the heart, continue to be per- 
formed. An inference, therefore, may be 
drawn, viz. that any one of them taking place 
in acute difeafes is unfavorable, and confe- 
quently coma or fopor, in a fever, attended 
with the circumftances in the text, is a bad 
indication.

Pren. and may he refolyed into ἄνευ 
SDaitrog, fine fudore., The καυσώδης πυρετὸς of the 
text, which, fo frequently occurs, is accu- 
rately, defcribed ..by,,,Areteus in Lib. ii, 
cap. 4,. of the caufes and, fymptoms. of 
acute. difeafes. “τ confifts,” {ays he Saf 
a burning ‘univerfal heat. This heat prevails 
efpecially in the internal parts; the breath- 
ing is hot as, fire; the-infpiration.is deep,) ac- 
companied with .a defire of whatever.is cold; 
a parched tongue, drynefs of the lips and {kin, 
coldnefs of the extremities, the urine deeply 
tinged with bile, watchfulnefs, a frequent, 
fmall, weak pulfe; the eyes are bright and 
fomewhat red, and the countenance is of a 
good colour.” Thefe are the general fymp- 
tams of this difeafe, which, with pains of the

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i/chia, and a profufe flux from the belly, is 
{aid to be. deftructive; -efpecially when thefe 
fucceed pains of the precordia, where debility

The expreffion ‘ Φωναὶ ixAcmeras’” is fyno= 
nymous to ἀφωνίαι, rendered formerly faz/ures 
or defections οἵ. voice,. which have. been con- 
demned both in Pror, 23 and 24, when ate 
tended with hiccup or a diffolution of ftrength. 
It was likewife obferved, in Pror. 54, that 
fuch, in: fever attended with -convulficns, 
are fucceeded by violent emotions of mind 
accompanied with filence, and forebode de~ 
ftruction. It is more than probable that any 
of the bad confequences above mentioned, may 


be 
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be a concomitant of the failure of -voice taken 
notice of in the text, efpecially asit takes place 
after the eri/is of a fever, and confequently 
denotes great debility. It is added, that fuch 
a failure terminates fatally in ¢remor and coma. 
In this τείρεᾶ, the event coincides, in fome 
meafure, with that of Pror. 54, becaufe tremor 
15 indicative of the mind being affected, as may 
be feen both from Pror. 19 and 20. 


XCII. In patients labouring under a burning 
heat, fillinels, and heavy fupors whofe pre- 
cordia are varioufly affected, and’ bellies become 
tumid, attended with’ an obftruction of the 
alvine difcharge, and {mall fweats about ‘the 
head and thorax, whether or not does a thick, 
confufed breathing, and an excretion refemb- 
ling femen, indicate hiccup, and bilious frothy 
dejections § ? In fuch cafes, urine of a fparkling 
ee is ferviceable, and the belly is 
moved.

The fillinefs mentioned in the text implies — 
‘foolifone/s of thought, and is properly explained 
by Galen, ““μώρωσις τῆς διανοίας 3" what is ren- 
dered an obftruction of the alvine difcharge, 
is, in the original, exprefled by ““ σίτων ὠπολε- 
λαμμένων." Patients labouring under this fymp- 
tom have a fenfation of fulnefs, and are pro- 
perly denominated ἐπεσχημένοι τήν γαστέρα, which > 
fignifies that they are bound in the belly. 
Thefe, with the other unfavorable indications 
above mentioned, are reprefented as giving 
rife to a thick, burried breathing, and an ex- 
cretion refembling /femen, which from the tu- 
midity, ὅσο, are not improbable confequences; 
nor, in fuch cafes, is it inconfiftent that drccup 
and bilious frothy dejettions may ‘take place. 
The particular kind of breathing here taken 
notice of, is exprefled by “ τό. θολερόν πυῖΐυμα," 
which has already occured, and been explained 

at 
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at length in note 39. The word ““ γονοειδὲς," 
rendered an excretion refembling femen is juftly 
refolved by Erotianus into ““ pov λευκὸν καὶ παχύ, 
Or ὁμιὸν γόνῳ ἢ σπέρματι, meaning thick white utine 
like femen; but, inftead of this, τονοειδὲς is fome- 
times to be met with, and then it is applicable 
to the breathing, which Galen explains ‘+3 
σνξυμιο ξὺν Tow, OF peta προθυμίας ἰσχυρᾶς," fignify- 
ing that the breathing is performed with fen- 
fron, pain, and great defire. In this view, 
therefore, the latter is equally expreffive with 
the former. In the latter part of the text it 
is faid that urine of a /parkling appearance is 
ferviceable to patients in fuch difagreeable cir- 
cumftances; the word correfponding with the 
phrafe above 18 λαμπῶδες, which, according to 
Erotianus, means urine with 4 thick froth 
fwimming upon it; this is confiftent with the 
original word λάμπη, which is rendered craffor 
Jpuma vino innatans; nor does it counteract the 
explanation already given: it is not improbable, 
therefore, that fuch urine, accompanied with 

a lax 
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a lax belly, will prove critical to perfons la- 


bouring under the unfavorable usu de~ 
{cribed in the Pror.’ 


XCIII. The fever becomes more acute in 
perfons affected with coma, when frothy de- 
jections enfue. 


Coma, in acute difeafes, muft be confidered 
as an unfavorable fymptom. Vide note 80. 
But it is till more fo when attended with an 
increafe of fever, which is faid to take place 
fhould frothy evacuations appear. The bad 
tendency of fuch has already been pointed 
out in Pror. 50, where the dottrine of the 
text is corroborated in thefe words, ‘* dejec- 
tions that terminate frothy, pure, and un- 
mixed, indicate an exacerbation of the difeafe.” 
We have, likewife, an obfervation fomewhat 
fimilar in Pror. 21, which is “that a frothy 

| bubbling, 
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bubbling, in bilious dejeétions without mix- 
ture, is a badfy mptom;” from all which it is 
evident that fuch an appearance is generally 
condemned by our author. 


XCIV. If a refolution naturally takes place. 
of defection of voice, arifing from pain of the 
head, in fever attended with fweats, a conti- 
nuance of the difeafe is to be dreaded; rigor, 


in fuch cafes, is not a bad fymptom. 


Feefius, in the rendering of this Pror. has 
added tothe refo/utzon thefe words ** egri ac 
preter voluntatem excrementa demittunt, ma- 
lumque remitti videatur,” to which nothing in 
the original correfponds. It fhould feem, 
therefore, that he confiders them as a natural 
confequence in the cafe before us, which now, 
with the addition of thefe, implies, befides 
the refilution mentioned, involuntary evacua-

tions and a remiffion of the contphant taking 
place. It has already been obferved in note 
78, that fuch evacuations are a bad fymptom, 
efpecially as they indicate de/irium either ex- 
ifting, or that it will fooner or later take place. 
But in the inftances there adduced, and in 
the Pror. itfelf, dejeGtions of this defcription 
muft neceffarily be confidered as indications 
of the difeafe haftening to a termination, 
or of its progreflive bad tendency. No fuch 
inference, however, can be drawn in the prefent 
cafe, becaufe the evacuations here, in conjunc- 
tion with the other fymptoms; feem rather to _ 
indicate fomething favorable, though the dif- 
eafe may be protracted for a confiderable time. 
At the end of the Pror. it is faid that rigor, 
in fuch cafes, is not a bad fymptom. We 
have formerly more than once taken notice of 
rigors being defcribed by our author, as gene- 
rally fatal towards the clofe of acute difeafes: 
the reafon is obvious, for at that time the na- 
tural heat being wellnigh extinguifhed cannot 

O again 
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again be excited; but this is by no means 


fuppofed to be the cafe in the text. 


XCV. Should tremor of the hands be at- 
tended with pain of the head and neck, a 
flight degree of deafnefs, and thick black 
urine; in {uch, cafes it may be expected that 


a pernicious black vomiting will enfue. 


| The word ὑπόκωφοι implies deafnefs ina di- 
minutive fenfe; hence it is rendered above, a. 
flict degree of deafuefi: Xt has been formerly. 
obferved that. the prepofition ἐκ OF ἐξ pre- 
fixed toa word, augmented the fignification, as 
ZEépulpos, preruber, valde ruber, very red; ὑπὸ: 
an the contrary diminifhes it, an the prefent 
inftance. The latter part-of this Pror. is 
ambiguoufly expreffed in the original, as is 
evident from the phrafe, ¢* μέλανα προσδέχεσθαι ἥξειν 
ὀλέθριον," which is rendered, that a pernicious black. 


vomiting 
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woiniting will ἐπ με: Here nothing appears which 
-_imiplies vomiting: but in the 176th of the Coac. 
Pren: the fame fentiment is exprefied, and 
vomiting is clearly fignified. The fymptoms, 
likewife; previoufly enumerated, are fuch as 


may be expected to terminate in this manner. 


KOvE, Patlards of voice, attended with 
diffolution of ftrength and catochus, threaten 
deftruGtion. eae 


~The 2soth of the Coac. Pren. correfponds 
exactly with this predi@tion. The adverb 
κατύχως, in both is applicable two ways; if 
joined to aPwwar it will fignify οὐ ίησίο and 
fixed defetions of voice; but if confidered fe- 
parately, it is, then, indicative of catochus, Which: 
is a concomitant of diffolution of ftrength, 
and a failure of voice, This laft acceptation 
is approved by Galen, and conformable to the 


Ore explanation 
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explanation given in the text. There appears, 
however, very little difference in the refults | 
for when cafochus is joined ἴο ἃ failure of voice, 
with diffolution of ftrength, it is natural to 
imagine that fuch a failure will be obfzate 
and fixed; and again fhould a failure of zhis 
defcription be united with proftration of ftrength, 
catochus may be inferred, which is attended 
with bad confequences in acute difeafes. Vid. 
note 8g. It has, likewife, been obferved on 
many occafions, that failures of voice are un- 
favorable. Vid. Pror. 24 and οἱ. We may, 
therefore, conclude that they are fill more fo 
when attended with catochus, | 


XCVII. Pain of the fide accompanied with 
bilious fpitting, vanifhing fuddenly without 
any probable caufe, indicates a violent, affec- 
tion of mind. 


The. 
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The word ἀλόγως rendered, fuddenly without 
any probable caufe, has been explained fully in 
notes 52 and 57; where it has, likewife, been 
fhewn tg be fynonymous to ἀσήμως & παραλόγως. 
Any of the three, joined to fymptoms in acute 
_ difeafes, indicates fomething happening with- 
out or contrary 10 reafon, or where no caufe 
can be afigned. When fuch is the cafe, it is 
always accounted unfavorable, Correfponding 
to this we find the doctrine of Pror. 52 and 
57. the latter refpects thirft ceafing fuddenly 
and without expectation, and the former an al- 
teration of fymptoms to the better without any 
evident caufe; the conclufion in both is that 
fuch an event is either deftructive or a bad 
fymptom. Our text furnifhes likewife another 
ftriking proof of this, efpecially as a violent 
emotion of mind is faid to arife from pain of 
the fide, with ‘bilious fpitting, ceafing /uddenly 
without a reafonable caufe. 

2 ae XCVIII. After 
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XCVIII. After pain of the neck, attended 
with fopor and {weats, if the belly inflated voids 
thin and watery dejections by forcible means, 
and fhould a ftoppage take place afterwards 
from what is not bilious, a continuance of fuch 
will protract the difeafe longer. Whether or 
not are watery dejections, without a mixture 
of bile, more mild, and ferviceable to the fia 


tulent tumour? 


The phrafe in the original, ‘* ἐκ τουτέων ὥχολα 
ἐξίστανται," 15 fomewhat ambiguous, for no fig- 
nification formerly affixed to the verb in this 
book can poffibly apply: Galen and Feefius, in 
place of it, have fubftituted ἐφίστανται; in con- 
fequence of which it is rendered, /hould a 
Sioppage take place afterwards from what is not 
bilious : correfponding to this fignification we. 
find λευκά ἐπιστάντα implying a foppage of white 
purgations, in Pror. 80. But allowing this to 

be 
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be the cafe, there is ftill'a difficulty to affix 
the proper idea; for an entire ftoppage  cer- 
tainly cannot be meant, as fuch would not cor- 
refpond with the latter part of the fentence. 
If therefore in any way applicable, the mean- 
ing mutt bea Sfroppage of what was formerly 
thin and watery by what is not diKous. The 
queftion put at the end of this Pror. we appre- 
hend, may be anfwered in the affirmative. 


XCIX. If the belly is tenfe, emitting by 
purgatives fomething liquid, and fwells fud- 
denly, it indicates convulfions, as is manifeft 
from <Afpafius’s fon. Rigor fupervening is 
defiruGtive. In fuch cafes, when one inflated 
and {pafmodically affected has fuftained the 
difeafe a length of time, putrid matter of a 


greenith bilious colour iffues from the mouth, 


‘In the: 86th of the Coac. Pren. there is a 
O 4 fentiment

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fentiment fimilar to part of our text, which 
conveys the following meaning, viz. that fud- 
den tumours of the belly in long continued 
difeafes, are attended with convulfions. To 
this Feefius refufes his affent, as he fays that 
tumours of the belly happening wnexpeétedly, 
are heterogeneous in their nature, and have 
nothing in common with convulfions. He 
infers, therefore, that the aflertion is rafh, as 
is evident in dropfical cafes where various hu- 
mours abound. His own words are, ‘* tumo- 
yes ventris qui preter modum ac preter rati- 
onem fiunt, cum beterogenei fint generis, nibil 
habent cum convylfionibus commune, idedque te- 
meré adfcriptum videtur, ut ex bydropbicis vi- 
dere eft, qui pluribus tumoribus abundant. ‘The 
two following conclufions, however, are not 
improbable; the former of which is, chat rigor 
fupervening threatens deftruction. ‘This may 
be attributed, as formerly, to the natural heat 
in fuch cafes being wellnigh extinguifhed, fo 


that it cannot again be excited, Nor is it 


repugnant 
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repugnant to reafon that putrid matter of a 
greenith bilious colour fhould iflue from the 
mouth of one inflated in the manner defcribed 
in the text, and who has fuftained the dif. 
eafe for a length of time. 

C. Continued pains of the loins gradually 
taking place, revolving and twifting about the 
precordia, attended with loathing of food and 
fever, if fuch occafion an intenfe pain of the 
head, it foon puts a period to life in a con- 
vulfive manner, 


The word “ γριφόμενα,᾽ which is rendered 
revolving and fwiffing, rarely occurs; and 
Galen explains it by ἐνειλέμενα, meaning thofe 
pains which ro// about the precordia: it may 
be properly expreffed in Latin by zavolutz, im- 
plicatt, vel irretit?i, Others explain it by 
συνεγγίζοντα, OF συνάπτοντα, either of which con- 


veys 
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veys the idea of pains touching or reaching 
the precordia, ‘This, “however, is rejeted by 
thofe who fay that the word does not fimply 
imply pains fouching, but fuch as affect the 
precordia by certain obfeure. windings -and 
convolutions. 'Thofe who efpoufe the latter 
opinion, derive the word in our: text from — 
γρῖφος, a fifber’s met, in which there are a great 
many turnings and windings, confequently 
they affirm that the phrafe ““ ἀλγύματα πρὸς ὑπο- 
χένδριον γριφόμεια," means pains reaching the 
precordia eens μέτα τινὸς σχολιότητος, aan’ αὶ Wires συ- 
νάπτονται,᾽ Cui guadam tortuofitate fed non levitér 
tangentes, in a certain winding manner, but not 
Siightly touching. By this, they fay, it is probable 
Hippocrates. meant a fympathetic affection, 
and {pafmodic contraGion of the nerves... It is 
τοῦ inconfiftent, therefore, that an intenfe, 
acute pain of the head, arifing from fuch, at- 
tended with, loathing and fever, may induce 


convulfions, and terminate fatally,

Galenand Feefius have changed Φλεβοδονώδεα In 
the text into φλεδονώδεα, which, when applied to 
rigors,meansthofe attended with delirium. Corre- 
{ponding to this, we find in Galen’s expofition 
of the words ufed by our author, φλεδονώδεα, ex- 
plained by φλύαρον. Erotianus, however, fubfti- 
tutes φλενοδώδη» in his expofition, and adds at the 
fame time, that fome are of opinion it ought 
to be read φλεβονώϑη. This laft is only a con- 
traction for the firft mentioned word, and im- 
plies an agztation of the veins or arteries, con~ 
fequently a frequent ftrong pulfe. Feefius 
feems not to underftand the tendency of the 
firft employed by Erotianus, nor does the lat- 
ter meet his approbation, as he is of opinion 


* that 
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that fuch an agitation is not applicable to the 
rigors under confideration; and indeed it feems 
fully as confonant to reafon, that dehrium, 
from the other fymptoms enumerated, fhould 


be a concomitant of v7gor in the prefent cafe, 


CII. If perfons, who are troubled with 
{mall fweats at the beginning, and void con- 
coed urine with great heat of the body, 
fhould grow cold without an evident caufe, 
and are, again, fuddenly affected with a burn- 
ing heat, sorpor, fopor, and convulfions, 


the cafe threatens great danger. 


The concourfe of fymptoms mentioned here 
muft be highly deftructive, and the event, in 
fome meafure, feems to agree with what has, on 
different occafions, been advanced, viz. that 
fudden changes in acute difeafes are unfavor- 
able, efpecially where no caufe appears. Vid,

explained without an evident caufe, is fimilar 
in its fignification to ἀλόγως, παραλόγως, & ἀσήμως, 
which are all fynonymous.

CIII. Pains of the head attended with /opor 
and a fenfation of great weight, are unfavor- 
able in women that are pregnant; fuch too 
are perbaps liable, in fome degree, to convul- 
fions. 


_ The fame fentiment is expreffed twice in 
the Coac. Pren. but the diction is fomewhat 
different in all. Convulfion in the 517th of 
the Coac. is confidered as a concomitant of 
the other fymptoms, as is evident from the 
words % μετὰ βάρεος κοὶ emacs,” whereas in our 
text, and the 534th of the Coac. mention is 
made of it inan ambiguous manner, fo that we 
cannot with certainty infer its exiftence, This

is thanifeft both from the adverb ἴσως; ‘and ‘the. 
particle τὶ; the former of which is rendered? 
perbaps, and the latter, 27 some degree ; both 
implying a doubt of convulfions taking phicey 
This ambiguity is, in fome meafure, fupported® 
by the 174th of the Coac. where, after an 
enumeration of the fymptoms in the text, 
without applying them to any particular perfons, 
we have the following expreffion, “oi τὸ 
σπασμῶϑθες,᾽ which words imply that'they oc2" 
cafion fomething convulfive. Feefius obferves 
that τὶ, here, implies. /ome degree of doubt, as 
appears from his own words, “* τὶ enim aut ra- 
rum, aut levem ret evéntum predicit.”” On the 
other hand, if we confult the 171 of the 
Coac. Pren. which’ correfponds in fabftance’ 
with the laft mentioned; there is ho ambiguity, 
as is evident from the conclufion, vizi “ ἐθίλεε 
σπασμώδεα ψινεσθαι," which. fionifies ‘that convul-’ 
jions follow, After what has been advanced’ 
it is impoflible to determine abfolutely on’ this’ 
point; it may, however, be obferved that the

fymptoms in the text feem to arife from an 
oppreffion on the origin of the nerves, occa- 
fioned. by ‘repletion. of the head, which matt 
undoubtedly injure the.animal functions; nor 
15 it improbable, in {uch a cafe, that the pow-, 
ers of fenfation and motion. are. peculiarly 
affected, and that convulfions may take place. 
Galen, however, in his commentary on this 
Pror. fays that μοῦ is not an abfolute and ‘ne- 
ceflary confequence, which feems to counte- 
nance the ambiguity there expreffed. Inftead 
of £p4as, the laft word of the Pror. we find 
in the 534th of the Coac. already quoted, ὠφε- 
λέει, which is erroneous, becaufe convulfions 
happening can never be attended with advan-. 


tage inthe cafe defcribed. 


CIV. Suffocating pains in the fauces with- 
out a ¢umour, threaten convulfions, efpeci- 
ally if they originate fromthe head, ‘as in the 
cafe of Thrafinontes’s coufin,

The inference here feems to arife from the 
cafe of fome particular patients, but is not 
univerfally conclufive, as appears from the 
phrafe ““ ἔχει τὶ oxacpedss,” which Hippocrates 
ufes in order to fhew that convulfions are 
either fmall, or feldom happen. Hence Feefius, 
in his note on the 262d of the Coac. Pren. 
which correfponds nearly with the text, has 
thefe words: ‘‘ gud pbrafi, aut parvas, -aut 
raras effe convulfiones innuit Hippocrates (ut 
Sferibit Galenus);” the qud phrafi relating to 
ἔχει τὶ σπασμῶδες. Perfons affected with the 
pains defcribed in the Pror. generally die from 
ftrangulation, though convulfions may be fuf- 
pected when fuch pains derive their origin 
from the brain. 


CV. Convulfions that arife from fremor, 
accompanied with fweating, threaten a re- 
lapfe. In fuch cafes, a rigor fupervening 

proves 
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proves critical, whichis’ excited ‘with'a fehfa- 
tion of heat previoufly about the belly. 


Tt has already been obferved that rigor tak- 
ing place towards the end of acute difeates, 
18 generally mentioned as a Vatal fymptom, 
and in Pror. 6sth, it is reprefented as dan- 
gerous when fucceeded by cold. It is like- 
wifé accounted unfavorable when joined to a 
painful burning heat of the fide, in perfons 
that {weat profufely, and become very hot af- 
ter being cold. Vid. Pror. 66. Rigor, how- 
ever, in certain cafes, indicates a crifis, ef{pe- 
cially when it begins with a fenfation of heat 
about the belly, as is fuppofed in the text, 
We find likewife that the latter part of Pror. 
94: correfponds, in fome meafure, with that 
kind of rigor mentioned here. The words 
are “ἐπιῤῥιγῶσαι τέτοισιν καὶ πονηρόν: which mean, 
that rigor in Juch cafes is not a bad fymptom. 

P In 
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In the former part there had been evident 
marks of a refolution, or fomething favorable 
taking place, fo that the rigor following is 
rather to be confidered as critical, and in this 
refpect analogous to ¢hat in the text. But, 
even in thofe inftances, where it either attends 
or follows a crzfis, it is liable to fufpicion, 
and frequently productive of no good. Vid. 
Pror. 107. 


CVI. Pain of the loins, head, and mouth of 
the ftomach, attended with violent hawking, 


affords fufpicion of convulfions. 


Pain at the mouth of the flomach, accom- 
panied with pain of the head, have already 
been noticed in Pror. 72, as indicating fome- 
thing very bad. But thefe two are fill age 
gravated by the addition of. violent hawking, 
and pain of the loins. This lat, when it fre- 


quently

quently takes place, without an evident’caufe, 


is, in the 322d of the Coac. Pren. denomix 


nated ‘‘ κακοήθεος ἐῤῥωστίης σημξιον: which means - 


an indication of a malignant difeafe. t is faid 
of the firft, when frequent in old age, that it 
indicates death, as is evident from thefe con- 
cluding words of Coac. 286th: “" θάνατον ἐξαπίναιον 
σημαίνει. This effec may be accounted for 
from the exquifite fenfibility of the ftomach, 
for it is not improbable that an acute racking 
pain in this uz/cus, may be attended with /yx- 
cope, efpecially in old age; hence Feefius, 
when fpeaking of the violent pain at the 
mouth of the ftomach, haa thefe words: ** Qui 
ob nimis exquifitum ejus fenfum ac debilitatem, 
eamgue partium confenfionem, in fenibus repen- 
tinum minatur exitium, quod, ob vttalis faculta= 
tis imbecillitatem, diffipatis fpiritibus et conferto 
affiuxu fuffocato calore, velut in fyncope accidit.” 
The bad confequences, therefore, of pain in 
the loins, and at the mouth of the flomach, 
have been pointed out; but  fhould thefe be 


be accompanied. 
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accompanied with frequent and violent hawk- 
ing and pain of the bead, it is not improbable 
that convulfions may, in fome degree, take 
place, which is all that is exprefled by the 
phrafe ‘Ss ἔχει τὶ σπασμῶδες᾽᾽ Of the text. 


CVII. Rigor happening at the time of @ 
crifis, is {omewhat to be dreaded. 


The word ὑπαάφωνον joined to ῥἔγος in the 
Pror. means that fuch a rigor as is mentioned, 
is foreign, or irregular, and may be rendered; 
in Latin, by alenus, non conveniens, non regu- 
aris. Galen, in its place, fubftitutes ὑπέφοβον, 
and in fome copies ὑπόδεινον is to be met with: 
Any of the three conveys the idea that rzgor 
taking place at the ‘time of a crifis difturbs 
the operations of nature, as it 15 intermixed 
with critical evacuations; and, inftead of pro- 
moting, rather retards them. For, agreeable 


to

to the laws of nature, it fhould precede fuch 
evacuations, and not attend or follow after 
them. Vid. Fcefius’s note on the 421: of the 


Coac. Pren. 


CVIITI. Dejetions fomewhat livid, and 
of a turbid appearance, as well as thin watery 


urine, are liable to fufpicion. 


What is rendered, of a turbid appearance, 
is expreffed in the original by ταραχώδεω, which 
certainly agrees with dejections: the fame 
word has already occurred in Pror. 4th, but, 
then, it is applied to patients diffurbed with 
want of fleep. It may be queftioned whether 
or not any confufion or difturbance of the per- 
fons is implied here, or if it is applicable to 
the dejections only, and denotes them to be of 
a particular colour. The two epithets thin 
and watery, applied to the urine, have been 


4 pointed 
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pointed out as dangerous in vomiting. Vid. 
Pror. and note 83; and they may be confi- 
dered as dangerous indications in the prefent 
cafe, efpecially when united with dejections of

CIX. When the fauees are flightly inflamed, 
and the belly makes a grumbling noife, with. 
fruitlefs attempts of going to ftool, accompa- 
nied with pains of the forehead, in patients 
continually grappling with their hands, as if 
in fearch of fomething, that have a fenfation 
of laffitude, and pain from the blankets οὐ 
other clothing, exacerbations in fuch.cafes are 
uneafy and difficult to be fuftained. Much 
fleep,. likewife, threatens convulfions; the 
pains of the forehead are oppreflive, and the

The fame fentiment is contained in the 
267th of the Coac. Pren. with fome dimi- 
nution, The latter part is altogether omitted; 
and we find it at the end of the 348th of the 
Coac. which correfponds to the 105th of the 
Pror. Feefius, however, fays that its place, 
there, is improper, as may be learnt from the 
following expreffion: “< cujus pars extrema ex 
Pror. 109, buc eft temeré affuta.” The cujus 
refers to the 348th Coac. ΑἹ] the fymptoms 
enumerated feem to be unfavorable, and fore- 
bode danger. Pains of the forehead are the 
natural concomitants of the fruitlefs attempts 
in the text, grappling with the hands, as if in 
fearch of fomething, is one of the well-known 
dangerous fymptoms attending pbrenztis, ce- 
phalalgia, ὅδε. and is illuftrated at confider- 
able length in the Prog. Vid. note 34 of the 

Pror. The /efitude mentioned here has been 
P 4 explained 
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explained in note 74, and is expreflive of 
that kind of reflleffnefs and toffing of the body, 
which, elfewhere, is fignificd by δυσφορίαι. Be- 
fides: thefe, it is added, that pain arifes even 
from the d/ankets, or other-clothing, this is indi- 
cative of the infupportable fituation of the pa- 
tients. In fuch cafes an exacerbation 15 faid 
to be attended with great trouble and difficulty. 
The word in the original, expreflive of diff- 
culty, is δύσκολα, Which may be applied,. as in 
the cafe before us, to fignify the difficulty of 
bearing up under oppreffive fymptoins of dif- 
eafe. Foefius obferves that the diverfity of 
fymptoms here rather creates an obftacle in 
the explanation, Hence thefe words in his 
note on the 267th of the Coac. which corre- 
{ponds in fome refpect with this χοῦ. “ Que 
ob diverfi generis caufum coacervationem parum 
44 prefagii dottrinam conferat.” :

A famous commentator fays that this Pror. 
may give rife to a twofold explanation: the 
firft is, that the fuppreffion of urine 15 in con- 
fequence of rigor and convulfions; the fecond 
implies that z¢ precedes, and is an indication 
of them taking place. Proofs may be adduced 
in favor of both. In Pror. 155th, we have 
the following expreffion, “S ra ἐπεσχημένα μετὰ 
plysos %px πονηραί," a floppage of urine with rigor is 
unfavorable; which may rather be applied to. 
the γῇ explanation ; the fecond may be fup- 
ported by thefe words of Aph.g, (εξ. 1, Lib. 6, 
Epid. “πρὸ piysos as ἐπισιχέσιες τῶν ὅρων," fupprefions 
of urine precede rigor. The firft, however, 
feems more confiftent with the text, and ra- 
ther meets the approbation ef Galen ; but, in 
either cafe, ἃ copious flow of urine takes off

CXI. Evacuations that terminate unmixed, 
indicate an exacerbation in every cafe, efpe- 
cially in thofe abovementioned; and in in- 
ftances of this kind tubercles commonly break 


out about the ears, 


It- has already been obferved, in Pror. go, 
that dejeCtions terminating frothy and unmixed 
indicate an increafe of the difeafe. The fame 
fentiment is contained in the beginning of the 
613th of the Coac. The word, however, which 
is rendered ¢erminate, Foefius explains by ¢en- 
dunt, which means fuch evacuations as have a 
tendency to being unmixed. He adds, that it 
may. be. exprefled by definunt; and furely the 
participle itfelf, being derived from τελευτάῳ,

admits of the latter fignification. The phrafe 
in the text, ““ τότοισι δὲ καὶ maw,” correfponding 
to the words, efpecially in thofe abovementioned, 
relates to the perfons affected with convulfions. 

As a 
corroborative proof of this, we have, in the 
613th Coac. already alluded to, not only the bad

CXIII. Senfations of cold on the neck 
and back, which feem to pervade the whole 
body, accompanied with frothy urine, deli- 
φημ! animi, and dulnefs of the eyes, indicate 
convulfions faft approaching,

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The fubftance of thefe two Pror. appears 
to be contained in the 83d of the Coac. but 
10 15. impoffible to afcertain, agreeable to the 
doctrine of the firlt, that convulfions are a ne- 
ceffary confequence of fuch an awakening out 
of fleep as defcribed, either with or without 
fweats. It is, however, much more probable 
that ¢hey fhould take place from the caufes 
mentioned in the laft, viz. cold pervading the 
whole body, and urine of fuch an appearance. 
In confirmation of the firft of thefe producing 
convulfion, the words in the end of Pror. 67 
may be adduced, “ἡ ψύξις τῶν ὄπισθεν σπασμὲν 
ἐπικαλέεται," Cold of the poftertor parts provokes 
convulfions; and Galen ufes the following, 
“ἡ yap ψύξις σπασμᾷ ποιητικὴ," Cold ts an exciter of 
convulfions. The urine in the text thar is faid 
to excite convulfions in conjunction with cold, 
js denominated ἀφρώδεες ; in the 83d of the Coac. 
ὁμενώδεες, which means urine with membranous

Ἢ appearances; and in the 263d of the Coae. it is, 
called κριμνώδεες, implying urine which contains 
fomething. init refembling-f/mall broken pieces .

Hence the words 
of a learned commentator, ‘° velut convul- 
fionis indices magis.” Nor is it improbable that 
urine of this kind, containing a quantity of | 
crude, thick, frigid matter, in which, when 
ftirred up, there appear {mall membranous fub- 
ftances and fragments, denotes a great wafte 
of the whole-body, as well as a particular af- 
fection of the nervous. power, and confe- 
quently that convulfions will enfue. . The lait

quently taken notice of in the Epid, and is de- 
fined by Feefius, “ urine que hordet tofii neg = 
legentius moliti crafioribus frufiulis fimilia con 
tinent,’ which, as it indicates a great watte, 
he adds, ‘* xon abfurdée convulfones Sufpectant, 
prafertim fi partium folidarum tabitudinem

fame, ““ at vero quia interdum hujufmodi urine 
fumme inequahtatis et cruditatis, ex flatuum 
permixtione, fufpicionem augent, nil mirum eff 
in tanta flatuum et cruditatis materia, prafer- 
tim fi nervorum principium appetitum fuerit, 
convulfiones fuborirt poffe.’ ‘The meaning of 
thefe two quotations may be comprehended in 
the following fentence, viz. ‘that zs neither 
improbable nor to be wondered at, that urine 
of the above defcription as it creates a fufps- 
cion of great crudity, with a mixture of fla 
tulence, frould give rife to convulfions, efpe- 
cially if it manifefis a wafte of the folids, or if 
the origin of the nerves 1s affected. From 
thefe obfervations, therefore, i¢ may be con- 
cluded, that urine, denominated ὑμενώδεες, or 
κριμυώδεες, is indicative of convulfions; and that 
; thefe two fpectes are not improperly fubftituted 
in the Coac. Pren. inftead of ἀφρώδεες in our 
text. The latter part of Pror. 113, confti- 


tutes the 226th of the Coac. except only that 
dulnefs 
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εἰμίμείς of the eyes precedes deliquium animi in 
the laft; and the words “ σπασμώδες συντόμως," 
are met with inftead of “σπασμὸν ἐγγὺς σημαίνει," 
both of them exprefiive of convulfions foon 
taking place. It may here be obferved, that 
convulfions are not abfolutely inferred from 
thefe laft mentioned fymptoms, but as they 
are indicative of an affeGtion of the origin of 


the nerves, it is probable fuch may enfue. 


CXIV. Pains of the elbow and neck threa= 
ten convulfions; fuch proceed from the face, 
accompanied with a frequent noife in the fau- 
ces, and a flow of faliva. In fuch:cafes {weating, 
during fleep, is a favorable fymptom, and it 
is not improbable that many are relieved by 


fweats; pains in the inferior parts are eafily

_ Thefe fymptoms indicate that the brain is 
opprefled with a fuperabundance of humours. 
Hence it is probable, though not. abfolutely 
neceflary, that convulfions may enfue.

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two latt fymptoms attended with delirium and 
‘Leavy fiupor, have already been pointed out as 
"giving rife to ὀπισθότονος, a particular {pecies of con= 
vulfion, defcribed by Areteus. Vid. note 88th 
of the Pror. The phrafe rendered coftives . 
nefs of the belly, has oceurred both in Prer. 41ft 
and 88th; the explanation of which has not 
only been given in note 41, but, likewife, the 
fynonymous words ufed by Erotianus and 
Galen. 3 


CXVI. Dejeétions that aré liquid and 
fomewhat friable, attended with cold over the 
furface of the body, not without fome degree 
of fever, and painful rigors attacking the 
urinary bladder and belly, are tinfavorable 
indications. It is not matter of wonder if, 
in fuch cafes, fopor affords fufpicion of con- 


vulfions. 


The fame fentiment is contained in the 610th

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of the Coac. but inftead. of ὑποψάθυρα, rendered © 
fomewbat friable,we meet with ὑποψάφαρα,εχ pref 
five of the fame idea; and Galen, in his expofi- 
tion of the words ufed by our author, explains it 
by τραχύτερα, a fynonymous term; becaufe faces 
that are more rough than ufual imply a degree 
of friability. The aft part of this Pror. in 
the original, infers a queftion, viz. whether 
or not does fopor in fuch. cafes indicate fome- 
thing convulfive?

Dr, 
Cullen fays that it is that {pecies of pally which 
divides the body Aorizontally, or tranfverfely; 
the palfified part beginning below the neck.

experience, likewife, teaches the fame.” Again 
in his commentary on the Prog. he fays 
that our author fpeaks of eruptions of blood 
from the noftrils as highly advantageous, efpe- 
cially in inflammations of the liver and {pleen ; 
and that he praifes fuch as happen in a direc? 
line, but condemns the offofife, as is evident

from the following paflage, ““ καὶ τὸ κατ᾽ ἵξιν 
ἀομοῤῥαγῆιν eases καὶ τὸ ἀνάπαλιν δὲ μέμφεται." He 
adds what Hippocrates means by ἀνάπαλιν, ““ διὸν 
τὸ ἐπί σπληνί μεγάλῳ ἄιμα ἐκ δεξιῷ μυκτῆρος ῥέειν. GS 
when the blood, in an enlarged fpleen, flows 
from the right nofiril?’ This Pror. is worthy 
of its author, and univerfally commended by 
every commentator, as containing a general 
_ principle relative to hemorrhages: it is not 
only applicable to the liver and fpleen, but 
likewife to the other parts comprehended 
under the name preccordia, as may be feen in 
Lib. ad and 6th of the Epid. where, in pains 
of the fides and tenfions of the precordia, he 
fays that the excretions ought to be agreeable 
to the courfe of nature: when they are 
otherwife, or fhould fuch unfavourable erup- 
tions of blood take place as are mentioned in 
the Pror. it is conformable to reafon that the 
evil will ftill be aggravated in cafes attended 
with fmall fweats about the forehead and 
thorax. 


R CXXVI, After 
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CXXVIL After a flax of blood from the 
noftrils, cold over the whole body, with fmall. 


fweats, is a bad and deftrudtive fymptom. 


The fame fentiment is expreffed, both in 
the 342d and 4oth of the Coac. Pren. Feetius 
obferves, that, inftead of “ ἐκ ῥινῶν," ‘the words 
ἐκ ῥιγέων may be fubftituted; which reading is 
plaufible, nor does it in the {malleft degree 
impair the fenfe; for cold after rigor, at- 
tended with fmall fweats, is on all occafions 
condemned by our author. Vid. Pror. and 
note 65. In either cafe, however, it is a bad 
fymptom, as the regular courfe of nature is 


evidently perverted. 


CXXVII. After an eruption of blood, a 
voiding of black feces is bad; very red de- 
jeCtions are, likewife, deftructive, efpecially 
if the eruption of blood happens on the 
| | fourth 
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fourth day. In fuch cafes the patients die 
affected with coma and convulfions, preceded 


by black evacuations, and a tumour of the 
belly. 


Our author frequently mentions dejections 
of this kind as unfavourable, In Aphor. 2 1ft, 
Lib. 4, it is faid τὲ That black dejeQions 
refembling black blood, coming away fpon- 
taneoufly, either with or without fever, are 
very bad;” and again, the 23d of the fame 
book contains the following do@trine, viz. 
“ That perfons extenuated either from acute 
or chronic difeafes, wounds, or any other 
caufe, die on the day after an evacuation of 
black bile, which refembles black blood.” 


CXXVIII. Wounds cccafioning an’ erup- 
tion of blood, accompanied with fmall fweats, 
are of a very bad kind. Patients thus

The word exprefiive of {mall (weats, which 
are always accounted an unfavourable fymp- 
tom, has already been explained in notes 42d 
and 68th Κακοήθεα, which is rendered of @ very 
bad kind, is frequently ufed to denote wounds 
or ulcers of a malignant nature. Vid. note 35th 
where its fignification likewife in a moral view 
is pointed out. It is faid, that patients la- 
bouring under fuch wounds die fuddenly, 
while they are fpeaking. In this cale, It 1s 
probable that the exertion increafes the he- 
morrhage, which, joined to the proftration 
of flrength indicated by the fmall fweats, 
may produce fuch an unexpected event. The 
Original word interpreted fuddenly is λαθραίως, 
which properly means clandeflinely, by ftealth, 
&c. Perfons, therefore, upon whom death 


advances. 
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advances imperceptibly, or clandeflinely, are not 
aware of its approach, and may be (414 to die 
faddenly. In the 328th of the Coac. Pren. a 
fentiment fimilar to that of the text is ex- 
prefied; except that ἐπιῤῥιγοῦντα is applied to 
τρώματα», inftead of ἐφιδροῦντα, implying wounds 
with rigor. This is likewife a very bad 
fymptom in fuch a cafe, but the latter is ap- 
proved by Galen. 


CXXIX. Deafnefs, in acute difeafes, taking 

place after a fmall eruption of blood, and 
black dejections, is a bad fymptom. In fuch 
cafes an evacuation of blood is deftructive ; 


but it carries off the deafnefs. 


It has already been obferved that deafnefs _ 
in acute diforders is unfavourable, as it is 
generally attended with an incraefe of febrile

ΠΡ χοῦ. and note (2. if fuch, therefore,. is a 
bad fymptom in difeafes of this kind, it muft 
undoubtedly be heightened when united with 
an eruption of blood, and black dejections, 
which, in Prov. and note 127th, have be enac- 
counted unfavourable. The deafnefs is faid 
to be carried off by an evacuation of blood, 
This is, in fome meafure, reconcileable with 
the latter part of Aphor. 28th, Lib. ath, viz, 
te tokio: μος schulen-dpeurtsagsteich ar 
nefs ceafes in cafes where bilious dejections 
take place. in the latter, dz/ous is the epithet 
affixed to the evacuations ; but it is not im- 
probable that in fuch there may be a mix- 
ture of blood.

In the 306th of the Coac. Pren. it is faid 
that ‘* Pains of the loins excite a flux of 
blood,” and again, in the 307th of the fame, 
that ‘* large effufions of blood arife from pains 
of the loins.” Fecefius, however, in a note 
on the former of thefe, has the following ex- 
preflion, “ Infida funt hemorrhagia figna lum- 
borum dolores.” It is, perhaps, not an infalli- 
ble fymptom, but we find a fimilar doétrine 
in different parts of our Author’s works.

further corroboration of our text, we, meet 
with the fame fentiment in the 312th of the 
Coac. Pren. but, in both, pains of the loins 
are accompanied with pain of the ftomach, 
which laft is omitted in the authorities quoted 
above. Fcefius too has the following obferva- 
tion: “ Inflantis aut etiam pragrefie & future

CXXXI. If thofe, who experience an erup- 
tion of blood at ftated periods, have a fenfa- 
tion of thirft, uneafinefs, and great debility,

without the eruption taking place, they die 
of epilepfy. 


Epileptic fits are differently denominated 
from their caufes. Hence an zdzopathie and 
JSymtomatic epilepfy. The former is proper 
when the caufe is referred to the brain itfelf; 
the latter when it originates from other parts. 
This is underftoud of the fecondary, or occa- 
fional caufes, for the proximate is the fame in 
both. The zdiopathic has for its fecondary 
caufes an ill conformation of the brain, ex- 
ternal violence, blows, long protuberances in 
the bafis of the {cull, an obftruction of the 
finufes of the dura mater, ὅς. The fymto- 
matic has for its feeondary caufes cachectic 
habits, flatulencies from the ftomach and 
bowels, fpafms of the inteftines, irregular 
fecretions and excretions, acrid matter tran- 
flated to the brain, violent and fpafmodic 


pains, 
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pains, écc. The epilepfy, in our text, is faid 
to arife from 4 floppage of an eruption of 
blood, which ὟΣ to take place at fated pe- 
riods; and therefore falls, we apprehend, un- 
der the fpecies laft mentioned. Dr. Cullen 
diftinguifhes three fpecies of this difeafe, viz. 
τῇ, Epilepfia cerebratis; when it arifes fud- 
denly without any manifeft.caufe, preceded by 
no. uneafinefs, except fometimes a giddinefs, 
or lofs of fight. 2d. Sympathica; when it 
arifes without any manifeft caufe, but is pre- 
ceded by a particular fenfation arifing from . 
fome part of the body, which goes upwards 
to the head. 3d: Occafionalis; when it arifes 
from manifeft irritation, and ceafes on the 
ceffation of the morbid irritation. The πῇ 
fpecies in this enumeration comprehends, it is. 
prefumed, the epilepfy in the Pror. becaufe it 
arifes evidently from the ufual eruption of 
blood not taking place, which may produce 
irritation; and as this irritation does not ceafe 


from 
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from the eruption not recurring, the. patients 
die epileptic. 


CXXXII. Sudden perturbation, without any 
evident caufe, watchfulnefs, a dripping of | 
blood from the noftrils, an alleviation on the 
fixth day, uneafinefs in the night, accompa- 
nied with fmall {weats next day, fleep and de- 
lirium, may be expected to terminate in a pro- 
fufe eruption of blood from the noftrils. Whe- 


ther does pale urine indicate fuch an event? 


In the 87th of the Coac. we find the fame | 
fentiment, except that the queftion propofed 
at the end is anfwered in the affirmative, The 
difeafe feems to indicate a tendency to a vio- 
lent affection of mind. Hence the following 
obfervation of Foefius: “-Credibile eff hoc in 
morbo magnam inefe vim craffioris fucci. melan- 


cholict, ad atram bikm accedentis.” The word

“« ἀλόγως taparrousve,” Which implies /udden per- 
turbation, or confufion without any cau/fe, and 
isa proof that the mind is more or lefs af- 
fected, and that phrenitis may take place. 
 Feefius, however, is of opinion that the fymp- 
toms betray imperfeét observation; that they 
have been collated from the obfervation of one 
or two patients, and confequently an hemorr- 
hage from the noftrils has been predicted, as

have a moift belly.” The confequence is marked 
by the following expreffion : ‘¢ ἐν τῇσιν ἀναλύψεσι, 
τουτέοισιν ὧν χοιλίαι καθυγραίνονται. The fame fenti- 
ment is pointed out in the 153d of the Coc. 
Pren. and the effect is exprefled to the fame 
purport in thefe words: “ ἐν τῆσιν ἀναλήψεσι κοιλίας 
καθυγραίνονται. Jt does not, however, necefla- 
rily follow that the belly fhould be moift after 
an eruption of blood. Hence we meet with 
this expreffion in the Pror*** ἐξ Liafiugadt teal 
κλῆρος γαστήρ, Which means that after an erup- 
tion of the blood, the belly ἐς cofive; and Foefius 
fays, “‘ non neceffe eft poft fanguinis eruptiones 
alvum femper effundi, ciim ex hemorrbagid ins 
terdum reficcetur.”

CXXXIV. Violent eruptions of blood, at- 

tended with cold over the whole body on cri- 
- tical days, are indicative of the worft confe- 
“quences. 


Cold over the furface of the body has al- 
ready been confidered as a bad indication on 
critical days, on account of its preventing a 
crifis taking place. Vid. note 61. But it mutt 
ftill be more hurtful when accompanied with 
fuch eruptions as are mentioned, becaufe the 
patient will then be more fufceptible of its 
effects, 


_ CXXXV. An eruption of blood may be 
expected in thofe who have a fenfation of 
weight,. and pain in the fore part of the head, 


attended 
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attended with watchfulnefs, efpecially if a ten- 
fion reaches the neck. 


The fame fentiment is exprefled in dif. 
ferent parts of our author’s works. To- 
wards the end of Seé. 2, Lib. 1, Epid. it is 
faid that “a flux of blood from the noftrils may 
be expected to take place in thofe fevers deno- 
minated cauf, and others, if the patients are - 
afflicted with pain of the neck, and a weight 
about the temples, with dimnefs of fight, and 
a tenfion of the precordia, without pain.” 
What, in the text, is expreffed by a tenfion of - 
the neck, is, in the Epid. known by ie 

spuxnrs, 4 pain of the neck, which occafions 
| no alteration of the fenfe, as the one nearly 
infers the other. The word rendered a /fenfa- 
tion of weight in the fore part of the bead, 
is exprefied in the Epid. by ““ κροτάφων βαρός,"

certainly bere, and elfewbere, when an indi- 
cation of an eruption of blood from the nof- 
trils, it is rather applicable to the fore part.

“© βαρέα ὅλης τῆς κεφαλῆς, as a fymptom of bilious 
vomiting. Galen, in his commentary, fays 
that two things are efpecially to be confidered 
in a flux of blood, viz. the fever, and the 
fymptoms about the head and neck, which 
plainly indicate a plethora in the fyftem. But 
though thefe are the more evident indications, 


yet a tenfion of the precordia is, likewife, 


mentioned by our author. Here it may not

The words “* τὸ σείοντα κεφαλὴν, interpreted 
palpitction of the bead, or that which excites 
palpitation, may be referred to the pulfation of 
the temporal arteries when diftended by the 
- blood. Hence arife palpitations of the head, 
and founding of the ears, which indicate an 
hemorrhage from the noftrils.. In this view, 


the 
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the following words of Feefius are to be con- 
fidered, on the 167th of the Coac. Pren., 
which anfwers to this Pror. “τὰ σείοντα κεφα- 
anv,” bie de micantibus et palpitantibus temporum 
ertérits fumuntur, ubi fanguis fervidus et e@f- 
tuans vafa inflat et attollit, unde palpitationes 
et aurium fonitus excitantur, bemorrhagie {pes 
objicitur.” But fhould there be a fenfation of 
heat along the {pine, in women, which arifes 
from the blood in the veflels preffing upon it, 
then the menftrual flux may be expected to 
take place; or when the acrid and bilious mat- 
ter finds its way into the belly, and irritates 


the inteftines, a dyfentery may enfue. 


CXLIV. Palpitations about the belly, with 
a longitudinal tenfion, and {welling ‘of the 
precordia, indicate an eruption of blood from 
the noftrils, attended with fhivering fits.

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The word warpoi, rendered palpitations, is, 
in this place, fynonymous to σφυγμοί, which 
means ftrong pulfations of the vers or arte= 
ries, arifing from the fervour and fuperabun-~ 
᾿ς dance of the blood, When this fymptom, 
therefore, is accompanied with tenfion of the 
precordia, which, in note 135, has been 
pointed out as indicating a flux of blood from 
the noftrils, it is probable the confequence 


marked in the Pror. will follow. 


CXLV. A profufe and violent eruption of 
blood from the noftrils fometimes produces 


convulfions, which venefetion carries off. 


In the 336th of the Coac. Pren, it is faid, 
that fuch eruptions as are mentioned above, 
fupprefied by force, excite convulfions. Both 

are 
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are true; for lofs of blood, without any effort 
being ufed to fupprefs it, will induce convul- 
five affections; and the fame effect has been 
obferved from a too liberal ufe of refrigerating 


applications to the forehead, neck, and head. 


CXLVI. Frequent attempts of going to 
ftool, when fomething glutinous and of a 
yellowifh appearance is voided, containing a 
{mall quantity of feces, accompanied with 
pain of the precordia and fide, indicate jaun- 
dice. Whether or not are the patients, on the 
fupprefiion of fuch, afteGed with great debi- 
lity, and an eruption of blood? In cafes of this 
defcription, tenfion and pain of the loins are 
indications of the latter. 


Though the fymptoms above may indicate 
jaundice, yet the pain mentioned does not 
always happen. Dr. Cullen diftinguithes five _ 

{pecies, 
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fpecies of this difeafe. if. Ierus calculofus s 


when there is pain in the hypogaftric region; 
which increafes after eating, and is attended 
with bilious ftools, when concretions pafs into 
the inteftines. 2, Spa/modicus; when there is 
no pain, and a yellownefs takes place after 
fpafmodic difeafes and affections of the mind. 
3. Hepaticus; which follows a difeafe of the 
liver, and is without pain. 4. Gravidarum; 
it happens during pregnancy, and gives way 
after delivery. 5. Infantum; which takes 
place foon after birth. The jaundice in the 
text feems rather to fall under» the firft of 
thefe; ‘and the patients will undoubtedly, on 
a fuppreflion of the evacuation, be affected 
with great debility, efpecially as it.is often a 
concomitant of the difeafe: nor is it impro- 
bable that an hemorrhage will take place, 
which is generally a dangerous fymptom; 
for the blood is then in an acrid and diflolved 
ftate. At the end οὗ τῇς Pror. it is faid that — 
tenfion and pain of the loins indicate an erup- 

tion 
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tion of blood ; the fame dodrine has already | 
been taken notice of in note 130th,. and cor- 
refponds with what is advanced in the 306th, 
go7th, and 312th, of the Coac. Pren. 


CXLVII. Tenfion of the precordia, at- 
tended with heavinefs of the head, and deaf- 
nefs, likewife whatever difturbs the vifion, 
indicate an eruption of blood from the 


noftrils. 


The phrafe τάσις, ἔντασις, OL σύντασις ὑποχρονδρία, 
rendered ¢enfion of the pracordia, is, by our 
author, oppofed to ὑποχονδρίον λαπαρόν, καὶ μιαλθακόυ, 
καὶ κενόν ἤ μή ἐπηρμένον, Which implies precordia 
that are foft, empiy, and not fwelled. The firft 
has been pointed out as indicative of a hemorr- 
hage from the noftrils, both in note 13 5th and 
441, ‘Thefe words % τά πρὸς ἀυγῶὼς ὀχλέοντα" 
of the text are fynonymous to ““ σκοτώδεω wepi τοὺς 
cies,” towards the end of Sect. 2d. Lib. 1ft,

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Epid. and to what, elfewhere, is denomi- 
nated “ ὠμβλνωγμὸς," αὐ feu oculorum bebe~ 
tudo; all which mean du/nefs of the vifion, 
or darknefs before the eyes; and Celfus ex- 
prefies the fame idea as follows, ““ Tenebre 
oculis offufe, qua furfum actis vaporibus fiunt.” 
In allufion to this fymptom Galen in his Com- 
ment. on this Pror. makes ufe of the follow- 
ing exprefiion, “ς ἅπερ Ἱπποκράτης σχοτώδεα περὶ τὸς 
ὄψεις ἔιρηκεν, ὄντως ἐν τῇ ἐιρημένη σονδρομῇ τῶν συμπτωμάτων 
οιμοῤῥαγικῃ," Which may be explained, ‘ what 
Hippocrates calls darknefs circumfufed about 
the eyes, is properly among thofe fymptoms 
denominated hemorrhagic ;” and again in the 
end of his Lib. 3d, περί κρίσεων, we find the 
following, viz. ““ καὶ oxordden ra wept τὸς ὕψιας, a 
χαὶ ὑποχονδρία σύντασις ¥ μετ᾽ ὀδύνης, οιμοῤῥαγέίεσι διὰ 
ῥινῶν." “«“ Dimnefs of the fight, and tenfion of 
the precordia without pain, are indications of 
an hemorrhage from the noftrils.” The in- 
ference, however, will be farther confirmed by 

the 
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the other two additional fymptoms in the text, 
viz. beavinefs of the head, and deafne/;. 


CXLVIH. A dripping of blood from the 
noftrils, on the eleventh day, is a trouble- 
fome fymptom, efpecially if a return of it 
takes place. 


We have had occafion more than once to 
obferve, that fuch a dripping of blood as is 
mentioned in the Pror. is perpetually con- 
demned by our author, efpecially if it appears 
on critical days. Vid. note 79th and 14ift: 
and Foefius adds, ** Quod fi diebus indicibus 
fiillare nares ceperint, ac poftea diebus judicato- 
riis flillatio repetierit, inter pefima figna, non 
δύσκολα tantum reponendum, cium frattum et tr- 
ritum nature conatum ficnificet. Idque videtur — 
effe ἐπίσταξις Hippocrati: which implies that 
τ (ἢ a fymptom, if repeated on critical days, 
| 18 
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is not only to be confidered as troublefome; 
but of the worft tendency, as it indicates a 
fruitlefs attempt of nature, and that Hippo- 


crates affixes {uch a meaning to ἐπίσταξις." 


CXLIX. If, in thivering fits, critical fweats 
take place; and fhould the fhivering be re- 
‘peated next day, with watchings, without any 
evident caufe; an eruption of blood from the 


noftrils will probably enfue. 


CL. Rigor puts a {top to eruptions of blood 
profufe at the beginning. 


As a conftriction of the veffels muft arife 
from rigor {upervening, it is natural that the 
effet in the Pryor. fhould be produced. Cor- 
refponding to this are the following words of 
Galen: “" ἐν ἡ Adie ἡμέρᾳ νεανικᾶις οιμοῤῥαγίαις τερι- 
ψυξιες ἐπιγίνωνται, τὸς ἀπμοῤῥαγίας ἱστῶσιν," which

. CLI. Rigors fucceeding an eruption of 


blood, are of long continuance. 


The word μακρά, of long continuance, is, in 
fome copies, changed into πονηρά, meaning of 


a bad tendency, which is not improper. 


CLII. Thofe that are affected with pain 
of the head and neck, attended with debility 
of the whole body, and ¢remor, are liberated 
by an eruption of blood; time itfelf, might, 
perhaps, produce the fame effect. 


The fymptoms juft enumerated may arife 
T from 


ἰ φᾷ) 
from a fulnefs, and redundance οὗ juices 
which, is natural to fuppofe, will be carried 
off by a flux of blood. Hence the following 
oblervation of Feefius: ‘* Plethorica tfta fymp- 
tomata ac redundantem corporis fucculentiam, 
ex quad capitis dolor, cervicts contenfio, ac tre= 
mula quedam corporis impotentia impendent, li- 
beralis fluxus fanguinis folvit.” Nature, like- 
wife, whofe powerful operations are frequently 
con{picuous might, in procefs of time, produce 
a fimilar effet; correfponding to this idea are 
thefe words of a_ celebrated commentator: 
yin et fortaffis ifta nature benignitate ac 

robore, tempore difcuts poffunt.” 


CLIII. Urine fuddenly concocted, is dan- 
serous to thofe who have abfcefles. about the 
ears; cold is, likewife, an unfavorable fymp-- 
tom. | 


"The phrafe, i in the text, ° ron καὶ ἐπ᾽ ~~ 


πεπαινόμιενα, 
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memanoue, is fynonymous to “ ἐξαίφνης παραλόγως 
in’ ὀλίγον πεπαινόμενα," in the Coac. Pren. which 
means urine fuddenly and unexpectedly fomewbat 
concocted. The conclufion from both is the fame, 
ἀπά through the whole of our author’s works we 
find that concoétion of this kind is univerfally 
condemned ; for the apparent crifis is contrary to 
nature, whofe motions are at regular and fixed 
periods. Vid. note 59th, where it is, likewife, 
fhewn that critical fymptoms fhould not ap- 
pear /uddenly, and thofe that unexpectedly prove 
favorable are not to be relied on, as they are 
liable to fufpicion, from the authority of 
Lib. 2, Epid. andthe 27th Apbor. Lib. 2. 
The illuftration of this fubje&t has already been 
profecuted at confiderable length in the note | 
above, to which we refer the reader. The 
laft member of the Pror. needs no explana- 


tion, as it appears a felf-evident aflertion. . 


CLIV. In perfons affected with fome de- 
gree of fopor, and jaundice, and whofe {enfi- 
2 . bility 
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bility is fomewhat impaired, who are, like- 
wile, troubled with hiccup, a copious efflux of 
the belly takes place, or perhaps a fuppreflion 
with great debility. In fuch cafes are abf{ceffes 


about the ears to be expected? 


. Stupor, an affeCtion of the fenfes, hiccup, 
and an effufion of the belly, are fymptoms 
that rarely occur in jaundice ; but, fhould they 
happen, the greateft danger may be fufpected ; 
this is evident from the 32d Pror. and exem- 
plified in- the cafe of Hermuppus. Hence “4 
ἐπὶ ἱκτέρῳ μώρωσις xcduns” a fatuity of mind in 
jaundice is a bad fymptom: to this of the 32d 
is joined, likewife, the effufion of the belly 
mentioned in the text; but there is no notice 
taken of hiccup. H this, therefore, is a con- 
comitant of the other fymptoms, the confe- 
quence is {till more to be dreaded, The fup- 
pofition, however, in the Pror. is, that, inflead 

of 
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of a copious efflux from the belly, a fuppreffion, 
with great dedil/ity, may enfue. This is a fre- 
quent fymptom in perfons affected with jaun-, 
dice, and it may be attended with great debi- 
ity; but in the Coac.-Pren. the word ἐκχλοι- 
οὗνται is ufed inftead of ἐκλύονται of the Pror.. 
which implies that the patients are of a pale, 
yellowi fh, green colour,. This appearance arifes 
from an abforption of the bile, and is not un- 
common in perfons labouring under any re- 
markable obftruGion of the vifcera; the eyes 
very readily receive. the tinge, and confe- 
quently are denominated berdez, being Of 2a 
greenifh colour, We find one of thefe verbs 
frequently uted for the other in our author, and 
perhaps not !mproperly; becaufe in many in- 
ftances, where a ‘fuffufion from the bile takes 
place, there is likewile great. debzluty and inac- 
tivity; hence ἔκλυσις, exfolutio, imbecillitas, de- 
bihiatio, is an hepatic fymptom, and applied 
in that fenfe by Galen. With regard to the 
queftion at the end of this Pror. we may rea.

dily fubjoin Foefius’s obfervation: ‘ Quod au-

CLV. Suppreffions of urine with rigor are’ 


bad, efpecially if they are preceded by a deep 
fopor. In fuch cafes is there an expectation of 
ab{cefles forming about the ears? 


eet the note on Pror. 11oth it has been 
obferved that a fuppreffion of urine\is fome~ 
times the confequence of rzgor.and convulfions; 
at other times that 12 precedes them; proofs, 
likewife, of both are adduced in that place, 
The fuppreflion in the text is rather conform- 
able to the firft, and agrees, in this refpedt, 
with the rroth Pror. but in the 25th of the 
Coac. Pren. which contains a fentiment fimi- 
lar to that {in the Pror. under confideration, 


the 
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the queftion relating to abfceffes is anfwered 
affirmatively. 


CLVI. In dejections attended with 2075 
mina, a flimy fediment, fomewhat livid, is a 
bad fymptom, and, in my opinion, a pain is 
felt on the right fide of the precordia with | 
failure of firength, Whether or not do pain- 
ful abfcefles of the ears appear a fhort time 
afterwards? In all fuch cafes a copious efflux 
of the belly is deftruGtive. 


Some underftand the firft part of this Pror. 
as applicable to the urine; but if referred to 
dejections, which feems to be the opinion of 
Galen and others, it will imply thofe common — 
to perfons labouring under affections of the 
liver, which generally indicate great weaknefs 
of the natural fantions. In this view, there~ 
fore, the pain on the right fide and debility are

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eafily accounted for; mor is’ it improbable 
that, from the weaknefs of the liver and the 
retentive power being deftroyed, a copious 
efflux of the belly fhould take place and prove 
deftructive, 


CLVII. In watchings attended with anxi- 
ety, abfcefles of the ears are likely to happen. 


The fame fentiment is expreffed in the 
563d of the Coac, Pren, and though we can- 
not certainly infer that fuch an effet will take 
place, yet it is not improbable, as the anxiety 
in the text generally indicates an-oppreffion 
arifing from a vitious humour at the mouth of 
the ftomach, which may, perhaps, break forth 
in the manner defcribed. | 


CLVITI. In Jieus attended with a feetid 
fmell, an acute fever, and {welling of the pra- 


cordta 
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cordia at fome diftance of time, abfceffes 


about the ears are deftructive. 


The fcetid {mell is applicable to the dejec- 
tions in this difeafe, and denotes putrefcency 
and corruption of the humours. When fuch, 
therefore, are accompanied with an acute 
fever, and an inflammation of the vifcera, it is 
natural to fuppofe that abfceffes, in fuch cafes, 
are indications of the ftrength being exhaufted, 
and that death is at hand. The fame fenti- 
ment is expreffed both in the 2o1ft and 2924 
of the Coac. Pren. | 


CLIX. It is agreeable to reafon that ab- 
{cefles of the ears fhould arife from deafnefs, 
efpecially if anxiety and reftlefinefs fupervene. 
The effect, however, is ftill more probable 
fhould thefe fymptoms be attended with /opor.

The fame idea is conveyed by the 209th 
of the Coac. Pren. and correfponds pretty 
nearly with what is contained in the f68th 
| of the Pror. The fymptoms indicate an op-

“CLX. Abfceffes about the ears are bad in- 
dications in perfons affected with paraplegy. 


Paraplegy, according to Hippocrates, is a 
paralyfis or refolution of particular parts in 
confequence of apoplexy or epilepfy. Vid. note 
zi8th, where the opinion of different authors, 
relative to this affection, is adduced. The 
difeate, therefore, being fomewhat connected 
with apOL ES tumours about the ears muft 
| neceflarily 
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-neceffarily be unfavorable, as they indicate a

CLXI. Exacerbations that happen in 8 
convulfive manner, attended with catochus, or 


a heavy ΜΟΥ, excite tubercles about the ears. 


The convulfions and /upor, in the text, feem 
to originate from a redundancy of humour in 
the brain, by which the nervous power is par- 
ticularly affected; nor is it improbable that, 
from a fuperabundance of crude, thick juices, 
fuch tubercles as above fhould be excited, 
Hence the following obfervation of Feefius:

Whether or not are perfons affected 
with pain of the head when tubercles about the 
ears are. expected? Do {mall fweats break out 
in the fuperior parts, and rigor fupervene; and 
is there afterwards a copious efflux of the 
belly, attended with>fome degree of‘ /opor? 
Does-crude pale urine} with white clouds fu 
pended’ in ‘it, and dejeétions ‘of a variegated 
whitith. colour, emitting a difagreeable feetid 
fmell, indicate fuch tubercles? Is urine of this 
kind accompanied with a frequent dripping of 
blood from the noftrils, and is. the tongue 


fmooth in patients of. the above defeription ?

Pain of the head and /opor frequently pre= 
cede tumours of this kind. In confirmation 
of this we adduce the following words of 
Feefius: ‘* Quibus futuri ad aures abfceffus fpes 
Sit, ti fepe capitis dolore tententur, unde et κεφα- 
λαλγία & χῶμα pafim in bis annotatur.” Small 
{weats, likewife, break out in the fuperior 
parts, from the oppreflion and fuperabundance 
of matter, as well as the weaknefs generally 
prevailing; r7gor too may be induced from 
the fudden efforts of ‘nature endeavouring an 
evacuation, which are, frequently, unfuccefi- 
ful. ‘This laft fymptom is omitted in the text, 
but ‘we meet with it in the Coac. Pren. and 
infert it upon the authority of Galen. The 
urine in the Prev. denominated ὑδατώδη, λευκῶ, 
& ἐναιωρευμένα, indicates a general crudity in the 
fyftem, and: a determination of humour to the 
head and brain. For the confirmation of this 
doctrine, Vid, note 32d, where an explanation

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is given of ἐναιωρέμενα, which correfponds with 
ἐναιώρημα μετέωρον Of the Epid. and it is fhewn by 
particular cafes that urine of this defcription 
isidnidicative of deléréa:! and! -emotions..of mind, 
But in anfwer to the queftion in the text, we 
find that urine to which the following epithets 
are applicable, viz. διωφανέα, λευκαὶ, ὑδατώδη, λεπτὰ, 
ἄχροα, ἄπεπτα, & καθαρά, is reprefented frequently 
in the Epid. to indicate tubercles about the 
ears. It may be added, likewife, that fuch 
tumours will be preceded by the variegated 
dejections mentioned, which indicate a putre- 


fcency and corruption of the juices. 


CLXIV. In afthmatic perfons labouring 
under jaundice, and an acute fever, with 
hardnefs and {welling of the precordia, if there 
is prefent, likewife, a fenfation of cold over the 
furface of the body, large tumours about the 
ears may be expected to take place.

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The fymptoms enumerated above as con- 
comitants of a/fhma, are of a very unfavorable 
kind. What is rendered with 4ardnefs and 
fwelling of the precordia, is exprefied in the 
107th of the Coac. Pren. by μετὰ ὑποχονδρίᾳ, 
ξυντόνα, which means tenficn of the preccordias 
One of thefe; however, implies the other, and 
fhould either of them be accompanied with 
jrigidity, as in the text, an abfcefs is more 
likely to enfue than inflammation, - Hence

_ CLXV. In patients affefted with fopor, anx- 
iety and reftleffnefs, pain of the precordia, and 
a {mall degree of vomiting, tubercles about the 
ears may be expected; but before thefe, tu- 


mours of the face make their appearance.

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_ The fymptoms. abovementioned feem to 
arife from a fuperabundance of humours, 

which may have a determination to the head, 
and produce the effet in the text, We meet 
with the fame fentiment in the 183d of the 
Coac. Pren. except only that the tumours of 
the face are faid to appear pera κώματος, oF καύ- 
ματος, with fopor or heat. 


CLXVI.. Sopor appearing while black faces 


are. dejected, indicates:tubercles about the ears. 


In note 163d it has been faid that /opor 
frequently precedes tumours of the ears, and 
it is fuppotted by the authority of F oefius. 
The affertion, however, is ftill more probable 
when black dejections, which indicate a viti- 
ated ftate of the blood, are a concomitant.

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The bad tendency of which has been already 
pointed out. Vid. note 127. 


CLXVII. A cough, attended with a fre- 
quent difcharge of /aliva, foftens tubercles of 


the ears. 


It is natural to fuppofe that when there is 
a flux of thin humour into the mouth, as hap- 
pens in the cafe of falivation, the matter and 
fewel of the tubercles will be carried off; 
hence a contraction and foftening will take 
place. The effect is exprefled by the word | 
“ἰπαλάσσω, Which conveys an idea fimilar to 
κενόω, & μαλάφσω, OF Is fynonymous to Aanacew 
of the Coac. Pren. and Epid. The fubftance of 
τῆς 264th of the Coac. Pren. is partly reconcile- 
able with the text, which implies that irritation 
of the fauces indicates moderate tumours about 
the ears. This irritation may be a concomitant 
of the cough, and difcharge of fava in the Pror. 
Ag from 
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from thence likewife we are led to conclude - 
that the humour oppreffing the head is carried 
downwards, confequently that the tubercles 
of the ears are alleviated by fuch a derivation. 
 Correfponding to this are the following paf- 
fages of Feefius: “* Ex ῥάς igitur faucium ir- 
ritatione, bumoris cerebrum gravantis et in. 
fubjecias partes demiffi judicium fumitur, et ex 
iid humoris defluxione veluti quadam deriva- 
tione, credibile eff aurium tubercula allevari.”

CLXVIII. Pain of the head, attended with 
Jopor and deafnefs, is an indication of tuber- 


cles about the ears. 


This Pror. correfponds pretty nearly with

_CLXIX. Tenfion of the precordia with 
fepor, anxiety, reftlefinefs, and pain of the 


head, excite tubercles of the ears. 


_ It has already been obferved that bardne/s, 
tenfion, fwelling, and pain of the precordia, 
are indications of tumours about the ears. 
Vid. Pror. and note 164th, and Pror. 165th. 
The two following fymptoms in the text 
have likewife been taken notice of as fuch; 
and in the beginning of note 163d, pain of 
the head is faid frequently to precede tumours 
of this kind. 


CLXX. Painful tubercles about the ears, 
which become eafier and difappear without . 
a proper crifis, are unfavorable. 
| us Our 
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Our author, in different parts of the Epid. 
takes notice of fucb as bad indications. Hence, 
when {peaking of {wellings about the ears, he 
condemns thofe, “ὦ κατεμωλύνθη καὶ ἐκ ὠπεπύησεν;᾽ 
which were alleviated and did not fuppurate. 
The word καταμωλυθέντα, which is rendered δε. 
come eafer, 1s, according to Feefus, juftly re- 
folved into ““ xara βραχὺ λυόμενα, καὶ ἀπομαραινόμενα, 
καὶ ἀφανιζόμενα,᾽᾿ and is applicable to tumours 
which are difcufled without any evident fymp- 
toms of fuppuration. Galen, however, with- 
out applying the pain in the text to ¢udercies, 
draws a more general conclufion, and afferts 
that all pains ceafing unexpectedly are unfavor-_ 
able; a do&trine which correfponds with what 
is advanced, on many occafions, by Hippo- 


crates. 
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
